Shown in 'The Graduate'

"The Graduate", playing cur- 
-entl'. .it the State Theater on 
College Ave.. Is j film which 
.vill easih appeal to film goers 
i{ our age group. But beyond 
this popular appeal, it is a fUm 
of real merit. It easily ranks witn 
"Bonnie and Qyde", "How I Won 
he War" and "In Cold Blood 
as one of the best films released 
during 1967, 

"The Graduate" tellsthe story 
of Benjamin and his summer of 
decision. He has just graduated 
from the university where he was 
an honors scholar .ind a member 
of the school's track team. 

This film offers perhaps the 
most perceptive treatment of 
problems facing today's youth — 
that's us. From our viewpoint -- 
on the inside looking out - we 
can see thai director Mike 
Nichols displays an intense un- 
derstanding of youth who are 
ready to enter the adult com- 
munity but are not satisfied to ac- 
cept the confomity, regularity ma 
hypocns> which they see. 

Benjamin is played by Qistln 
Hoffman, a new ind exciting fnce 
In HoUywood. He reacts to each 
situation Which besets him. When 
his parents have awclcome home 
party to show him off o heir 
friaids, Benjamin tries desper- 
ately but Ineffectually to avoid 
the cocktail party cliches that 
are thrown at him. When Ben- 
iamin Is seduced by his father s 
business partner's wife (excel- 
lently played by Anne Bwcroft), 
he loves mechanlcaUy. He can- 
not get involved. 

Benjamin is searching. He does 
not know for what he is searching 
until he discovers Elaine, the 
daughter of his seducer- 
paramour. Elaine is verbotten be- 
cause of Benjamin's affair with 
her mother, but he cannot re- 
sist her. Finally he makes a de- 
cision, he dedicates himself to 
something, to love. After Elaine 



has just hastily married a young 
man at her parents' Insistence, 
Bwijamln coaxes the bride from 
Uie midst of the ceremony in a 
heartbreaking, exciting, happy 
scene and he dopes witii her. 

Benjamin is alone in the world, 
despite beii« surrounded with 
people and goods. He is alone 
in a world where people are 
drowning for want of emotion^ 
Involvement. Director NltAols* 
imagery of water, of Benjamin 
in a diving suit at the bottom of 
his pool, bring out this. Thffli, 
there is the opening Imagery of 
the goldfish. Benjamin is put on 
display at his parents' party, 
like a goldfish, thereis noplace 
he can hide. Yet, thegoldflAlive 
in water and do not drown. Ben- 
amin must also make some en- 



vironmental ad.iptatlons. 

Berijumln is us yet he is not 
us. His problems, his reactions 
are ours in a gener.il sense. Yet 
the character of Benjamin still 
strains our credulity i little. 
It's difficult to believe th..t .. 
character like Benjamin could 
go through four ye.irs of univer- 
sity life and do the things that 
he did there and still be as n.iivc 
as he Is. k ni.ikes for nice com- 
edy, but if there is a weak point 
in the film, this is it. 

The content of "The Graduate ' 
is meaningful and powerful. The 
film lacks the technical briUiance 
of "Bonnie and Clyde", but di- 
rector Mike Nichols is an inven- 
tive, perceptive director and his 
skill raises this film to a high 
level.

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SG Needs Guts 

Spring is here and once more apathy is in the air. 

Filing for Student Body presidential candidates 
begins today and for the first time in years we have 
only one political party. Candidates are few and 
are having difficulty finding running mates or 
support among the student body, 

A situation such as this is a disgrace to our 
university. This year the Steams administration 
has laid the groundwork for a significant advance 
in Student Government at Florida State. Although 
the visible results of Stearns' work may be slim, 
the spirit and willingness to fight for student's 
rights and aracieniic freedom has been firmly in 
stilled in Student Government. 

Ths year Student Government has been well 
organized and has prepared for the fight. It is 
imperative that our student body elect a president 
who will expand the work begun by President Stearns. 

Already, the lines of battle for next year have 
been drawn. As a "lame duck" president, Stearns 
has found it increasingly difficult to gain support 
from the administration. Many of the advances made 
by Student Go . : -nt are weakened by useless 
administrative r- stnints. 

Our new judicial system, one of the fairest 
systems in the nation is hindered by an administra- 
tive appeals committee that does not even pre- 
scribe to normal legal procedure. Its power is 
unjustified under our court system, but it is con- 
tinued as an administrative check on student power 
The Student A -tivities budget, although legallv 
a "gift" of the state, comes from fees paid by 
every student at registration. Student Government 
is given the power to set up this budget and dis- 
tribute $18 for each student, but the budget may 
be changed at will by the administration. 

Situations such as these should not exist. This 
has been a year of talking and persuasion. This 
has been a year of strenghtening and organizing. 

Now is the tme to look toward next year. We 
must select candidates who will actively pursue 
the goals outlined by Student Government. We 
must elect a man with guts! 

Next year's candidate must be an activist. He 
must be firm in his convictions and willing to 
represent the student body. He must not be afraid 
to support the student body even if it means defying 
the administration. He must be willing to lead u 
"revolt" to fight the administrative checks that 
have denied Student Government the powers it should 
have. 

We hope that such a candidate exists and can be 
found by the student body. 
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An extaausdngly Bcrutlnized, 
crltizled. and analyzed President 
shocked the oatton this pastweek- 
end.- 

President Lyndon B, Johnson 
suffered bcause of two great 
crises tha: oecarne his downfall. 
Aoroad, there was the war In 
Vietnam, possibly the most un- 
popular war L — r history. It was 
a conflict which divided tlie na- 
tion and the Democratic Party. 
At home, the Negro impatience 
gave way to violence and a fear- 
ful nation. 

Frustration, anxiety and douat 
became the mood of the country'. 
Can the US win the war in V||Et- 
nam, should It be won? Can the 
nation simultaneously reduce 
poverty, eradicate racism and 
s'.Ui fight a major war abroad? 
If not — then are domestic or 
foreign policies more Important? 

More than ever before in pros- 
perity, discontent focused upon 
the President. Lvndon B.Johnson 
became a symbol He also became 
the tof^ of bar-room aigumcnts. 
party conversations andcartooo- 
l*ts. 

From the greatest outpouring 
of votes in our nation's history 
tr> the night «tf March 3i. 1968, 
Lyndon Johnson waged a loaing 
battle. Dump LB J movements and 
the rallyljif around Senators Mc- 
Carthy and Kennedy seerreJ to 
exprens the mood of the count rv. 
Even the party of waicr. ;ie *as 
the Iiead appeared to oe on tne 
vei^e of disunity . 

In the eyes of many. Pres. 
Johnson, has fallen shon. Yer 
Johnson Inherited the Vletnan' 
problem and he also Inherited 
his rnaln advisors on that san.e 
probleii:. In t.he area of civil 
rights, he had earlv success. 
But, as tne n ore suatle aspects 
of racisHi surfaced (Income, Jobs, 
housing) his Influence waned. 

According to the "Coiyrts- 
sional Quarterly," from thetime 
Johnson took office to the end 
<rf 1966, he got 62 percent of 
his propoMis enacted into law. 
That figure Indicaos his know- 
ledge and sklUfol application of 
power. By the same source. Pres. 
Kennedy batted only 39 percent. 
Major increases In Social Secur- 
ity benefits, die first meat in- 
apectlon law since 1906, an out- 
er space treaty and an air pollu- 
tion bill were some of his later 
achelvements. 

One can only state that Mr. 
Johnson's power of persuasion 
and Inspiration failed. As Clin- 
ton Rosslter, noted Cornell pol- 
itical scientist, stated, "The war 
has damaged Lyndon Jotaeon's 
place In history." 

Should a peace settlement ar- 
rive before August, it is likely 
that Johnson could na.me his suc- 
cessor. Moreover, that succes- 
sor would most likely win against 
the Republicans in .Nov. One might 
well expect Johnson to support 
Humphrey as the Vice-President 
has been steadfastly loyal. Such, 
of course, will speculate as to 
Johnson's possible support for 
McCarthy over Robert Kennedy, 
Ihe greatest presidents are 
those who emerge during a period 
of severe strain. Johnson, with 
an unparalleledrecord of domes- 
tic legislation stands flrrri on 
that point. His unilateral move 
towards a peace, set on a world 
stage as never before, could 
Improve his foreign affairs rat- 
ing. Johnson's wlllli^iness ami 
BhidfiUi qipHMch toiiIiT«nderli«

By PATRICK CONOVER 
ihe grandstand announcement 
by President Johnson that he 
will neither seek nor accept the 
nomination for president muat 
not be allowed to dull the fact 
that he is locked in to the same 
old policy in Vietnam. He pro- 
poses Co spend two and a half 
billion dollars in the next three 
months thus raising the monthly 
expenditure rate from two to 
three billion dollars. 

The supposed peace offer isas 
phony as the prevtous ones since 
it demands thst as a price for 
not resuming bombing that Hanoi 
"not uke advantage" of the 
bombing pause. In other woxds. 
while we are expanding our sup- 
ply efforts by an astrenemieal 
50 percent we would deny them 
the r%ht to escalate their ef- 
forts in re spo ns e . We are mere- 
ly trying to accomplish by the 
tluneat of bombing what we were 
previously having a very diffi- 
cult accompIlshLag by the :>omb- 
Ing itself. Furtherrno.'"e, our 
bombing of any poln: in north 
Vietnam denies the soverlgn right 
to existence, the very- issue of 
natlonailsrii -.vhlcn is the core of 
our problem there. 
^ I he issue la still our neo- 
colonialism whether it is Ir. 
jonnson's hands or In a like 
thinking successor, Johnson, in 
so many words said that we were 
in Vietnam to defend our na- 
tional security. Translated, that 
means that we are trylqg to use 
South Vietnam as an outpost at 
American Interests. The proof of 
my assertion is not in my rhetor- 
ical efforts but in a aeries of 
facts that no one, on any side 
of the Issue is pr^wred to deny. 

The labor teedcra ti Smth 
Viraiam were arrested for dis- 
agreeing in private with tite 
Thieu-Ky r^ime. The Buddhisu 
are ttjUn^aging in ritual suicide 
to dlow the desperate nature of 
their resistance. The major Bud- 
dhlstleader was arrested because 
the Thleu-Ky regime thought he 
might throw his suppon to the 
Viet Cong. The Saigon Catholic 
clergy have called for im mediate 
negotiations. Seventeen student 
leaders were arrested for peace- 
fully demonstrating against the 
lllegaUcy of the i hieu-Ky regime. 
Money designated for refugees 
often goes to corrupt government 
offlclais. Land reform, the num- 
ber one social issue in Vietnam, 
has been systematically aborted. 
In shon, not only the Viet Cong, 
but every major "legitimate" 
interest group in Vietnam op- 
poses the present ^vanunen tad 
its policies, 

Ihe elections in September 
were a sham for the benefit of 
the American public. Senator Er- 
nest Greunlng made in the San- 
ate the following sutement. "The 
Government of South Vietnam was 
a police state before the rigged 
elections of September 3, 1967. 
The rigged electlen chsiyed 
nothing." He then went ontedoc- 
ument the purging of candidates, 
giving of two ballots to military 
personnel, press censorship, 
travel restrlctloos for oppoeloK 
candidates, and so on. Yet even 
with the above Umltatlons, based 
oi the government's own figures, 
wiilcli ignore serious challenges 
ftaod, only hfiieteen percent of

(cont. from page 1) 
not Ignore." 

ROTC was more orlesstotallN 
discontinued during World War 
II, because not only the military- 
officers, but also a great many of 
the men who would have been 
ROTC, were off at war. 

After the war, and after the 
Air Force had been established 
separate branch of the 



armed services by the National 
Security Act of 1947, ROTC un- 
derwent a major ejqjanslon. Tlie 
Air Force was the major agent 
of this change, and Korea pro- 
vided the major Impetus for it. 
In 1950 alone, the Air Force 
set up units on 62 campuses 
and made plans for a massive 
output of new officers. 

The expj.nded program in fact 
produced moreofficers than were 
needed, as both the Air Force 
and the Army learned to their 
embarrassment in 1953. TTiere- 
after there was .i cutback in the 
number of cadets, with the Air 
Force also reducing the number 
of its units. The reductions have 
continued into the 1960*8. Air 
Force units have been aboUsfaed 
at 11 schools since 1960, indu- 
ing Queens College In New York, 
Wayne State University in De- 
troit, and George Washington 
University In Washington. QG 
By 1963. ROTC had reached 
anodier low point. A diminishing 
number of students were taking 
the program as graduate defer- 
ments and ftealdent Kennedy's 
sbort-Iived exemption for mar- 
ried men made more and more 
students feel they could avoid 
military service aln^ther. 

ROTC Criticized 

College administrators criti- 
ci-'ed ROTC because so few of the 
students who entered the pro- 
grams were finishing them. The 
government's Ge: eral .AcC' unt- 
ing Office was disturbed because 
some schools were subsidizing 
ROTC instructors with expense 
accounts, low-rent j quarters or 
even salaries in addition to their 
rnilit:!-. pay as a way of at- 
tracting the best-qualified ROTC 
instructors to particular cam- 
puses. It was in response to these 
■nd other problemsthat pressure 
grew for federal action. 

Prior to Congress's action on 
the bill that eventually became the 
ROTC Vltallzation Act of 1964, 



some Pentagon planners r.nd civ- 
ilian ROTC advisors had hoped 
for legislation that would stream- 
Hue the program by reducing the 
number of units and making ^se 

remaining as prof«>9sional as 
possible. 

Exception Taken 

Gangress, however, and par- 
ticularly congressmen Hke Lou- 
isiana's F. Edward Hebert, toolc 
exception to the idea of cutting 
back ROTC. Instead they gave 
Congressional sanction to a jun- 
ior ROTC program, which c'jled 
for units to be set up in some 
lilgh sdiools in addition to those 
in ojlleges. 

The ROTC Act. .howe\er, did 
make two n .,jor innov..tions. 
First, it set up the two-\ear 
program which hr.s now becomeof 
great interest to college upper- 
classmen ^nd to gradu ite stu- 
dents who w-int to continue on 
ID gr^ucate school mste.id of 
going rhe ser\ice. Second, i: 
established ROTC scholarship 
progr.-.ms for the Arm\ and the 
Air Force. 

Before 1964, the scholarship 
program was the sole preserve 
of the Nav_\ md ihe Navv would 
have liked it to remain th.it way. 
B' paying some of its ROTC can- 
dld.,tes— u substantial maJont\ 
of them. In f..ct-- scholarships 
th-t covered tuition and the cost 
of booics ,jnd Iabor:.tor> fees, 
the .N.ivy got man;, of the most 
promising ROTC prospects into 
its progr.'.m. Funhermore, not 
only did these scholarship can- 
didates pledge to serve at least 
four \ears. many of them event- 
ually decided to make Ae Navy 
a career. 

The N.iv\'s feelings notwith- 
standing the Act allotted a total 
of 5,500 scholarships to each 
of the services. The Army and 
the .Air Force are now in the 
process of working if) to that 
figure. 

No Significant Change 

Since the passage of the ROTC 
Act, there has been no signifi- 
cant change in the status of ROTC 
programs around tiie country, al- 
tboi^ the Army is now in the 
process of adding 15 new schools 
which will brii« its total to 247. 
It Is scheduled to add an addi- 
tional 15nextyear. TheAirForce

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Worldwide Student Unrest 
Has Gained Momentum 



(CPS) .Although students 
throughout many parts of the 
world have been a powerful po- 
llical force for generations, the 
worldwide student movement has 
been rapidly gaining momennim 
liace rlie beginning of the year. 
Within recent weeks, students 
have played ■Ignlflcant roles In 
the political developments of 
many countries, including Czech- 
3slo\akla, Poland, Spain, Egypt, 
;taly, and Japan. In many other 
countries, students are oeglnnlng 
to realize their potential power 
and are demanding radical pwll- 
tlcal and education reforms. 
Students throughou: the world 
are not unified with a ,:on~.mon 
goal and strateg>'. Generally 
speaking, however, students are 
demanding — and frequently re- 
ceiving — more freedor, from 
their government, n.ore respon- 
sibility In declsion-maKlng, anda 
reformed educational curriculum 
that is relevant to the new social 
Issues In the world. Students in 
many countries also are demon- 
strating against the war in Viet- 
nam, siressLng their desire for 
lasting peace In the future. Anti- 
American sentiment has reached 
new dimensions in many •tudent 
circles. 

Although the worldwide student 
movement seems to be gaining 
momentum, protest politics In 
Europe, Agla, and elsewhere is 

not a new phitnwmwM^, .Qfn^pfit t^ 
for example, were iargeif res- 
ponsible for the overthrow of ex- 
President Sukarno in Indonesia, 
and students played a major role 
in the overthrow of the Syngman 
Rhee government in South Korea. 
In the United States, however, 
students are Just beginning to de- 
mand educational reform and 
presidential candidates, for the 
first time, are making a major 
appeal for student support. But 
American students still have not 
come of age when compared to 
students In some other countries, 
as dev9iop!T;ents within the past 
few months maK_ clear. 

In Czechoslovakia, student pro- 
teats against educational and po- 
liital repression have been 
largely responsible for changes 
In the leadership of the Commu- 
nist Party cnere. The new lead- 
ers are trying to combine so- 
cialism and freedom with the 
" widest possible democra. 



ilzatlon. 

Brutal police suppression of a 
student demonstration last Octo- 
ber helped discredit the old- 
guard Communists, and the Par- 
ty leadership was taken over by 
liberals in Januar;/. Now, stud- 
ents are in the forefront of the 
movement to end all abuses of 
power, such as phony trials, and 
to work for a more humane and 
democratic regime. Independent 
student organizations have jeen 
formed at the University of Pra- 
gue and elsewhere within the last 
few weeks to press for the stu- 
dents' demands for freedom. 
W hen the old-guard leaders were 
in power, student groups were 
carefully controlled. 

Even though students In Czech- 
oslovakia have a new climate of 
freedom, they still are keeping a 
close eye on the new government 
In case there are attempts tore- 
instate some of the restrictions 
on them. 
In Poland, students throughout 
the country have been involved 
In massive demonstrstlons ag- 
ainst govenunentcensoxBh^i^ po- 
lice brutality, and the lack of 
free speech. Polish offlclsis have 
threatened the students with se- 
vere punishment and have made 
evety effort to put down the soi- 
dent protests. 

Polish students have clashed 
with police on several occasions, 
and have held unauthorized meet- 
ings and sit-ins. Last week, som.e 
2,000 Warsaw University stu- 
dents held an unauthorized meet- 
ing to dem,and the reinstatement 
of six humanities professors who 
were dismissed bsetws* of tiieir 
liberal views. 
Students oegan demonstrating 
after the expulsion from Warsaw 
University of two students who 
took part in a protest against the 
closing tjy government censors of 
"Dzlady," a 19th century classic 
of the Polish theater which is cri- 
tical of Czarist mle in Poland. 
Many analysts think the wave of 
student demonstrations is being 
used to Intensity a major power 
stnqgle within the Communist 
party leadership. The outcome Is 
still far from clear. 
A group of American student and 
youth leaders have issued a state- 
ment of support for the student 
protesters in Pola.nd. 
In Spain, the government last

A proposal to permit conscient- 
ious objection to wars claimed 
to be unjust has been aind, 
provided that the applicants sx« 
able to sustain their claims in 
argument against the govenunent 
before an Impanlal tribunal. 

Set fonh by Curtis Crawfoid, 
lecturer In ethics and politics 
at the New School for Social 
Research, the proposal is 
tended to be an ameaibnent 
the Selective Service Act. 

According to Crawford,

Vietnam. Let the Indivlduala 
pleading conaclentlous objection 
present the facts and principles 
which prove to him that war is 
unjust. Let the government at- 
tempt to prove the contrary. 
Let the tribunal decide whether 
the government's answer has 
been sufficient. CO. status la 
denied; tt aufficient, C.O. la 



week ordered tlie University of 
Madrid closed indefinitely after 
a clash between students and po- 
lice. Spanish students have been 
demanding educational reform 
and more freedom. Students be- 
came fed up with the offlcal gov- 
ernment student association and 
formed the Democratic Union of 
Spanish Students (DUSS). 
The Spanish government cannot 
afford to let student succeed In 
their effort to oreak loose frotr, 
government control, because then 
it would be extremely difficult for 
the state to deny the same right 
to workers. Students and police 
have been clashing in SpaLi for 
several years, but tensions now 
seem, to be getting worse. 
The University ol Madrid was 
closed last week to stop a student 
protest against American iMses 
in ^)ain and the war in Vietnam. 

In recent weeks, Egypt's 150, 
000 students have been posing a 
serious threat lo President Ga- 
mal Abdel Nasser's control of 
the government. The most wlde- 
sprad rioting in a decade rec- 
etttly forced the closii% of Egyp- 
tlsn universities, although they 
are now back In session. 
Student demonstrators have 
been calling for democracy, free- 
dom of the press, and at>olltlon 
of the Egyptian National Assem- 
bly and the Arab Socallst Union. 
Students also have protested the 
"lenient verdicts" and sentences 
passed on four air force gener- 
als charged with crucial respon- 
sibility for Egypt's defeat last 
June in the war with Israel.

Over-shadowed by the more 
spectacular American engage- 
ment in Viet Nam is the fact of 
Violence on the home- front. Dr. 
Lewis Killian, chairman of the 
Cbpt. of Sociology at FSU, has 
attempted to provide an under- 
standing of the "why" of "Hack 
Power."

The bo' k begins with an analy- 
sis of the importjnce of a name, 
moves through the urban and re- 
ligious ch.iUenges, and comes to 
grips with racism. Dr. Wllian 
sees Black Fower as an attempt 
to remove the sting of white 
racism, the society of "ethical 
schizophrenia." 

The viewpoint is one of an his- 
torical context. Because of the 
question of the slave trade, the 
compromise within the Consti- 
tution itself serves as a start- 
ing point. The next main point 
concerns that Negro- freeman 
Frederick Douglass, who receiv- 
es one of the best short treat- 
ments of the book. Using Doug- 
lass as a mirrur. KiUian shows 
the decline of Negro power after 
the Civil War. The New Deal 
effect is treated and later Dr. 
KiUlan analyzes the effect of 
current political movements and 
legal codes. 

An imponant section for those 
who would understand the current 
crisis is his treatment of the 
Strategy of non-violence and ihe 
reasons for its failure. Despite 
die apparent gains of recent 
yesrs, the Negro movement has 
been forced into a nrat^ of 
power, he says. 

The dreams of the Negro have 
by-passed their fading hopt in 
the political process. In a sense 
the white liberal has failed, his 
tokeolsm has failed. Negroes 
have tost faith, Killian holds. 

The disillusionment of the Ne- 
gro is reflected in the section 
containing the catdiy phrase, 
"Hie Federal Government: The 
New Enemy." Herein the changes 
of the values of the revolt and 
die tactics are explataed and 
documented. 

The appeal of the movement is 
explained simply. "Let there be 
power which was nswandbladt.

FSU was once renowned for its lush planting and 
green scenery, but some^ere in the growth of Flor- 
ida State new constnjctions began devouring the 
campus, instead of expanding outward. At the fore- 
front of this encroachment was, and is, the asphalt 
laying machine ~ The Mcmster Which l^ws Forth 
Parking Lots. 

Parking at FSU has always been a problem, but 
certain events this yeaar have not alleviated strain- 
ed conditions. 

Primarily we are speaking of the parking lot south 
of the Geology Bldg., w^ich has remained at any- 
thing but full capacity this whole year. 

A use survey was run on this lot in the middle of 
first quarter and for the week examined the lot av- 
eraged less than 200 cars per eight-hour day. Sel- 
dom is more than one -fourth of the lot ever ob- 
served used. 

At the time of the check. Dean John K. Arnold, 
chairman of the Traffic Committee said he felt the 
lot had not been given a fair trial because of the 
construction work around it and the Social Science 
Bldg. having just opened. 
A full quarter has passed since this survey was 
taken — the construction is minimal and the Bel- 
lamy Bldg. is open and occupied, yet the pay park- 
ing lot is still empty. 

Meanwhile, the long range plans call for two new 
parking areas on campus ~ between Jennie Mur- 
phree Hall and Sandels Bldg.. and on the south- 
west corner of Copeland and Call Sts. Why don't 
we fill existing lots before ripping up the remain- 
ing few pieces of grass at FSU? 
Another side of the parkingmerry-go-round is the 
condition of FSU staff men.bers livii^ in Alumni 
Village — principally student wives. They lost staff 
parking stickers because, according to .Arnold, 
"Career employees of the University should have 
priority over temporary employees in terms of these 
privileges." 

This claim is ridiculous because many families have 
lived in Alumni Village for four years, or l(Higer, 
working for and studying at the University. This 
can hardly be considered temporary, and neither, 
realistically, can even 12 months be called temporary. 

Although expanded bus service has been extended 
to the Village, the buses do not run during the quar- 
ter breaks, forcing husbands and wives to drive to, 
or illegally, on cam^ms to drop a spouse off at work. 

Surely, with all the empty spaces which go begging 
in the Geology lot and all the staff members who 
cannot park on campus, the two problems can be 
resolved. 
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Graduates in 400-Lcvcl 

To the Editor: 

I was surprliod at last to see 
an editorial praiaing an admin- 
la i rati ve declsJoo wfaen, more 
than any otber, this dedtoion 
needs crUlclam. I raCer to tbu 
of Friday, Mar. 8 conceniliv 
tlie propoaal to prevent graduate 
students from talcing 40(Hevel 
coorses. I am not msUi« this 
protest for selfish reasons ss I 
have already completed the 
"course-work" on my gxadnate 
d^ree. but simply outofconceni 
for my fellow-atudsms, bothgra- 
duate and undeti^raduate. 
If 400-lev«l caorses are for- 
hidden to gra«fciares. this would 
deprive a new graduatefrom tak- 
ing a nee ded coarse which hehad 
tteen unable to fit hico hte under- 
graduate program — after all, 
there are other requirements to 
meet and a poor undergraduate 
cannot take all 400-level courses 
before he graduates. This deci- 
sion would mean that no under- 
graduate Interested In graduate 
Studies would dare graduate be- 
fore taking every 400-level 
cmurae which could possluly ever 
be needed, both In his major and 
in his minor' 

Thia decision would also aar f. 
grattaiate errerlng frorr another 
university from profit Lng cy ar. 
excellent course offered here at 
the 400-level which had not oeen 
offered at his ondei^gnduate col- 
lege. 

i! would also unfairly penalize 
those students who wish to Stan 
a new major as they enter grad- 
uate studies.and would therefore 
need many of the 40 0 - ls»al 
courses. 
Up to the present. ii:adi;a;e stu- 
dents have oeen allowed to cake 
a limited number of 400-level 
courses. In our depanment. Mo- 
dem Languages, this hss never 
presented unfair compnitlon to 
nndergrsduates. Gradustes an 
usuaUy required to write two 
term papers instead of one, aad^ 
OD the final exrni. tfasy hsve t«| 
write a grastcr number an- 
swers In the foreign language. 
The p fscu ce of graduate stu- 
dents in die class often helps the 
professor conduct discussions 
In tbe foreign Isnguages, thereby 
giving hesitant undergraduates a 
chance to hear the language spok- 
en and encouraging them to t«- 
gln speaking themselves. 
There are many courses which 
can benefit tioth a graduating sen- 
ior and a new graduate. After all, 
the fact of having completed the 
required number of units to gra- 
duate does not suddenly make a 
student either too advanced to 
profit jy a good survey course or 
90 brlUlanc that he otfsn dtvtfl- 
utlng competition to a stadstt one 
quarter behind liim. 
The suggestion ctiat advanced 
under^graduates atiould be allowed 
to take 500-level courses seems 
unnecessary since they will b* 
too busy, anyway, despersMly 
trying to ficin400-level courses 
before it is too latel It also seems 
contradictory since the whole ar- 
gument presented in tile artiele 
was that the 400-level cootaes 
were originally graduate courses 
wlilcb had been "watered down" 
becsiiM of the admisskm of un- 
dergradustes. If uodeiipiadiistes 
are now admitted freely to 500- 
level courses, these will also 
eventually become "wueni 
down." It is also logical to st^- 
pose that ewantuaUy, to sswthe 
undeigradwoe from tiw dzvsd 
compscftlon of gtadottss awiiote > 
qusrter ahead of him, graduates • 



wlU then be limited to 60(MmeI 
courses. 

The present system of allowing 
undergraduates on the Honors 
Program to uke 500-level cour- 
ses seems ample provision for 
the advanced undergraduate. 
I suggest the following simple 
and reasonable solution; (l).\Uow 
graduate atudents at the master's 
level to take a LIMITED number 
of 400-level courses.

A & M'l director o( admlMlons. 
Florida high school students must 
take a college entrance examin- 
ation before aaendlng the state 
universities. The minimum score 
for admittance to A & M is 150, 
but students must score at least 
300 to attend other ante nnlwr- 
slties. 

Thorpe says the merger talk 
maices little sense because the 
nvo universities have completely 
different goals. "A & M !s In the 
business of admitting and teach- 
ing disadvantaged students. Since 
our whole university, from :he 
admission standards to the cur- 
riculum, is geared to the dis- 
advantaged student, the fact that 
we are ciose to FSUdoesn 't make 
any difference. We're serving two 
different populations." 

Duplication in TJC 

Thorpe aiso says he does not 
think :he real reason for the mer- 
ger is chat It costs too much to 
operate two universities In tlie 
same :own. "They have jeen 
telling us that for several yea rs, 
out just last year they opened a 
new Junior college here in Talla- 
hassee," he said. "That new 
Junior college is doing the laine 
thing we're doing— working with 
underachievers . ' ' 

Negroes also do not think leg- 
islators are sincere vtm tbey 
recommend *Hmfanrtiig the dual 
system ai hitter education. "The 
whites don't want black students 
on their camposes." says A&M 
student Gardner. "It would 
be a little rough when all those 
white Florida State ahimnl came 
back for homecomhig and saw 
4,000 blacks running around." 

State Rep. Robert Graham (D- 
Mlaml), one of the leading leg- 
islators favoring the merger, 
says there Is no effort in the 
legislature to phase out A & M 
in order to deny educational op- 
portunities to Negroes. In fact, 
Graham says, the legislature is 
expanding nlucatlonal oppor- 
tunities for Negroes by opening 
new institutions in the maior 
population areas of Jacksonviiie 
Miami, where many Negroes live. 

These two new Institutions, 
however, -.vlll be for all students 
— black and white. The require- 
ments for aamlsslon probably 
will be the same as at the other 
white state universities, but Gra- 
ham hinted that exceptions may be 
made for Negroes with low scores 
on '.he admissions test. "Myfeel- 
Ing Is that compensatory pro- 
grams for Negroes can take place 
in institutions which also have 
other responsibilities," he said. 
(Graham notes with pride tiiat the 
Board of Regents already has 
amended the admission policies 
for all institutions to allow five 
per ceni of the entering students 
to come from appUcanis who fall 
:o meet the normal admission 
standards.) 



Denied Education 
Most Negroes, oeveittieless, 
stUl tUnk thousands of tlielr race 
will be denied a collide edu c a t io n 
If A & M is dosed down. And 
even if reasonable programs are 
designed to permit N'egxt>es with 
low test scores to oe admitted 
:o the white scoools, the black 
community still would Iw^poMd 
to the merger. 

"We feel it is extremely un- 
fair for Negroes to attend pre- 
dominately Negro schools for 
grades one througn twelve, and 
:hen aave to compete at :he 
college level with white students 
who have been going to better 
schools all along," says Ros- 
coe Ellis, the Black Power lea. 
der at A & M. Eliis also said 
most A ^ M students prefer to 
attend a Negro instlturiofl any- 
way. "We feel that social devel- 
opment Is just as important as 
academic development, and we 
cenalnly wouUto't get social de- 
vel^mentin a wtOce school." 

White Takeover 

Many N^roes say it is un- 
realistic to evwi say there are 
plans for a "merger," because 
a meifer Is defined as a com- 
blnatlee of two or more insti- 
tutions or enterprises. "There 
would be no merger. FSU and 
the whites wouldjust take over," 
one student said. Ellis added, 
"The whites seem to tliink that 
when you Integrate something, 
you close down the black thing 
and move into the white thing. 

Presently, the future and prob- 
lems of A 8. M are :^lng studied 
by the Select Council on Fost- 
Hlgh School Education (SCOPE) 
SCO .^'E Is expected to recommend 
courses of action to the 1969 
Legislature. The study has just 
begun, and there is no indication 
of what the recommendation will 
oe. 

Admissions DlrectorT horpe is 
oeginning to be optimistic that 
Lhe zilacks could win the battle. 
"We are united, and we are 
oeginning to sell our side of U," 
he said. 'The students, the 
alumni, the facuhy, and the ad- 
ministration all feel the same 
way."

WASHINGTON (CPS) — The 
campus anti-war movement, 
whlcbhasbeen fairly quiet since 
November, will begin to pick up 
speed again in a series cif pro- 
tests planned throughout the 
month of April. 

The demonstrations were to 
begin yesterdi>. with the third 
national anti-dr^ft protest organ- 
ized by the Resistance, the young 
men who hsve turned in their draft 
cards and refused to co-operate 
with the Selective Service Sys- 
tem. 

A Resistance spokesman in 
New V ork said they expected draft 
cards to be turned in in most 
major cities. The leaders say 
the number of young men may 
match or exceed the first resis- 
tance day cn October 16, when 
about 1.000 men turned in or 
burned their draft c^rds. The 
spokesman sjid the removal of 
deferments for graduate students 
hjs generated new interest inthe 
Resistance movement. 

txcept for the Resistance, 
most of the anti-war .ictivity 
will take pl,ice at the end of 
the month inuring the "iO dsys 
to shake the empire " announc- 
ed last December by Students for 
a Democratic Society . Most of 
the demonstr.itions, scheduled 
for .-Kpril 21-30, will be org.in- 
i^ed localh but there will be 
nation-wide demonstrjilons on 
two days, April 26 and 27. 



Strike Set 



Edwin E. Willis (D-La.), who 
said in a recent House q>eech, 
that the strike was "origUiated, 
promoted, and consolidated by 
Communists." 

The strike has also been crit- 
icized by some within the anti- 
war inovement as being contrary 
to grass-roots organizing against 
the '.v..r. But SDS, which is the 
.TiaLT advocate of such grass rO' is 
organizing h.is endorsed the 
strike as part of its 10 days 
of dernonstrations. most of the 
rest of wric.n is ,-imed .it lo- 
c::l efforts.

South Secedes 

--In connection with the "IQ 
days to sh-.ke the empire" the 
Southern Student Organizing 
Gsnmittee has called the 'south- 
em days of secession " whica 
will be a similar senes of lo- 
cal demonstr^.tions held through- 
out the South, probably mostly by 
bl.ick students. 

- Resist, the group that in- 
cludes Yale Chaplain William 
Sloan Cbffin and pediatrician 
Benjamin Spock ana whicn has 
been siqiportlng draft resistance 
by younger men, has called for 
"academic days of conscience" 
on April 15 and 16. They expect 
faculty members and students 
frorr nore than 400 campuses to 
partlcpate. Monroe Engel, Har- 
vard English professor and co- 
ordinator- of the demonstrations 



.April 26 has been set as the 
. dd> for international sruder.- 
strike in the U.S. and several 
f foreign countries. The strike was 
' called by a conference of 900 
student activists from the L.S. 
and Latin American countries. 
It Is aimed at three issues; the 
war In Vietnam, the draft, and 
racial oppression. 

Karen Cagan of the New York 
-.T'ased Student Mobilization 
Committee, which is organizing 
the strike said groL?)S on abont 
100 c.impuseshave agreed topar- 
ticipate. She said about half 
those schools are in the New 
■Vork area, includlngQueens Col- 
lege. Columbia University, City 
College of New York, and Rut- 
gers University. In other areas, 
Boston University, Stanford. San' 
Francisco State, and probably the 
Universities of Chicago and Cal- 
ifomi , at Berkeley will partici- 
pate "There are also probably 
other schools that haven't gotten 
In touch with us irtio will be oar- 
ticlpatlng." *^ 

Miss C^gan said that on most 
of these cainpuses the strike is 
being stoned by a wide range 
of groups, including anti- war 
groups and, on many campuses, 
the student governments. R^rts 
from some canqnises, such as 
Stanford, however, indicated that 
die strike idea was belne met with 
a cool reaction among the general 
student body. Besides focusing on 
national issues, some of these 
campuses^ protests will also be 
directed at local Issues. 

On April 27 the Fifth Avenue 
Vietnam Peace Parade, a co- 
alition of peace groups which or- 
-ganized the ^rll 15, iy67 dem- 
onstrations In New York and San 
Francisco, is bohUiig demonstra- 
tions in at least 12 cities. 

The whole ' "10 days to shake 
the en^iire" effort and partic- 
ularly the student strike have al- 
ready been attacked as "Com- 
munist" by House Un-American 
ivities Committee Chairman

.According to Captain Charles 
Cooper, asst. professor of Aero- 
space Studies, the "land grant 
college" law is often misunder- 
stood. The interpretation that we 
have been provided is that "a 
land grant college is required 
to offer -n opportunity for stu- 
dents to have military training. 
It does nor mean that they must 
force all able-bodied men to par- 
ticipate in such a program." 

The ROTC program at Florid:. 
State is divided into a general 
prcgram (for the first two years) 
a::d an advanced professional 
training program for Juniors and 
seniors. At FSU the number of 
officers who have participated in 
the upper level program has in- 
creased tremendously since the 
1964 Faculty Senate niling. 

Last year Florida State was 
second among colleges in the 
number of officers comnussion- 
ed into the Air Force. The only 
school which surpassed FSU was 
the Qtadel In OuutlsstDn, South 
Carolina. 

Army officers commissioned 
totaled 118 under the voluntary 
system last year.

"There are many families who 
have resided in Alumni Village 
for four years of longer study- 
ing and working at the thiiv»- 
slty," Mrs. Brown explained.

FSU Pays $3 
For Live Gars 

Florida State University will 
pay J3 apiece for live long- nosed 
gars. 

The fish are being used by 
Dr. Dexter M. Easton of the 
Department of Biological Scien- 
ces in studies of nerve messages 
and the chemistry of nerve fi- 
bers. 

Easton said the nerve struc- 
tures of gars, with many nerve 
fibers of approximately equal 
size and shape, makes gar ner 
ves ideal for laboratory study. 

Nerve fibers of this river bot- 
tom predator also are long and 
a nerve message requires about 
one second to move from the 
end of its long ■nout to the 
brain, he said. 

Gars, which usually have to be 
taken with a hook and line, 
should be barelycovwredwldi wa- 
ter and brought to the Btolog- 
Ical Sciences Bdlding. the phy- 
siologist said.

Student Power. Protests. Student voice in admin- 
istrative decisions. Demonstrations. Riots. Student 
Power — is it too often negative? 

It need not be. 

Tomorrow is the last day to register for the May 
primary elections in Leon County. Some 40 to 50 
per cent of Florida State's students are 21 years 

old and can vote — if they register. 

This is an aspect of student power which is not 
frequently considered. It is a positive act with 
guaranteed results. Students can vote and can run 
for office. This is the most directmanner in a dem- 
ocratic society to effect change. 
But this franchise must be exercised. 
In order to register, a person must take an oath 
that he is 21 years or older, is a citizen of the U.S., 
has lived in Florida for at least one year and in 
Leon County for at least six months. 

The elections office in the Leon County Courthouse 
on Monroe Street will be open today from 8 a.m. 
to 8 p.m. and tomorrow from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
Tomorrow is the deadline for registerii^ to vote 
in the primaries, which includes voting oa the slates 
for the national conventions. 

There is no cost and the whole procedure takes 
about five minutes. 

Since 1964 12 million .Americans have reached 
the voting age. In this election year, 50 percent of 
the voters will be 28 years old or younger. By 1972 
50 j)cr cent of the electorate will be 25 years or 
younger. 

Clearly, the youth of this country have the po- 
tential to announce sharply their opinions in national 
and local affairs. But it requires more than standing 
in the street and complaining; the vote must be cast. 

One need only look at the university community, 
composed oi students, faculty, staff and wives, to 
see that the voting potential of this group is just 
being realized. 

Five members of the Florida State community are 
running tor local office. Gary Wetherington, a law 
student, is running unopposed in the primary for 
State House seat for Leon, Wakulla and Franklin 
Counties. EmUy T. Millet, wife of Professor Pete 
Millet, is running unopposed in the primary for Le<m 
County School Board, District Four. 

Dr. Elston Roady and Mike Beaudoin face each 
other in the school board District Two primary 
race and Dr. L. L. Shendell is runnii^ in the Dis- 
trict Four Democratic race. 

If students really want to lay their hands on power, 
the time is now, the place is the courthouse, the thing 
to do is registerl

"If Johnson hasn't been suc- 
cessful (with the war) by con- 
vention time, it would seem that 
being the shrewd politician that 
he Is. he will withdraw his name 
rather than take his party down 
to a sure defeat." I was lucky 
enough to have made the above 
statement in my column on Feb.

Ident in 1960, 1964 and 1968. He 
seems to have a very weai. se.~se 
of timing or very poorly inferred 
advisers. Ir^ both 1960 and l%i 
Rocky hurt the OOP nominee. 

In 'i960 Rocky tried to wrest 
the nomination from then-Vice 
Fresident Nixon. When he saw 
he didn't have the votes to de- 
feat Nixon at the convention, he 
demanded that Nixon come to New 
York and publicly solicit his 
support. Qi the eve of the 19pO 
OOP convention, Nixon flew to 
talk with Rocky. Nixon made con- 
cessions to Rocky by altering the 
platform to suit him. li)on Nix 
on's return to Chicago sever 
delegates accused him of 'sell 
ing out" to Rocky. This "sell- 
out" claim could have throu: 
Nixon off stride in his n8r^o.^ 
loss to John Ketuiedy. 

In 1964 most political observ- 
ers agree that Ibcky hurt Gold- 
water more bv bis strong at- 
tacl» in the B*>pihHf.g|,prlmaries 
than ftesldsnt Johnson could 
have done In die general electior . 

Ihls year Rocky seemed tc 
have his best diance to cop 
the OOP nomination. However, 
Rocky's extremely bad timing 
and early support of George Rom- 
ney split the Ifepublican moder 
ates. Also the fact that he h.^ 
hurt Nixon in 1960 andColdwaier 
in 1964 has branded Rocky as 
a "political maverick.' Thus 
he is viewed with suspicion by 
the Republican "rank and file." 

In reviewing Rocky's political 
career, as a whole, one's ad- 
miration may turn to disappoint- 
ment or disillusionment due to 
the failure of Rocky to reach the 
peak.

liberty, I cannot see how we can 
siq^rt the law against the use 
of marijuana. It clearly affects 
Ae user's own body «id mind 
and does not harm society or 
another individual. Therefore, 
dils law is deaily against the 
founders of our country's belief 
in liberty. 

I do not use marijuana myself 
because 1) even thoii^ I disagree 
with the law 1 still obey it but 
follow legal means to gtt the 
law changed. 2) I do not think

After 
evaluating both sides I decided 
against smoking marijuana. This 
is my decision.

New regualtions concerning the 
possession and use of firearms on 
campus have been proposed by 
the Ad Hoc Committfee on the 
Cbntrol of Firearms on tim- 
pus and Student Senate. 

Reconsideration of the campus 
firearms regulations came about 
partlv as a result of the faial 
shooting accident which occurred 
at a fraternitv house at the be- 
ginning of the winter quaner, 
according to the committee. 

John Arnold, associate dean of 
students, s.iid that the commit- 
tee, "without being critical, was 
dismayed at the relatively minor 
penalties imposed as a resiilt of 
the fatal shooting accident." 

At the present, Arnold said, 
die only university regulation 
pertaining to firearms Is con- 
tained in the Housing Regulations 
section of the Pow Wow. The reg- 
ulation prohibits the possession 
of firearms, ammunitions, wea- 
pons, and unexploded shdlf In 
University residences. 

This is an administrative reg- 
ulation and does not provide pen- 
altis tor vioUtion. he added.

This year, as in years past, the Flambeau will 
not endorse any candidate for any office in the up- 
coming Student Government elections. First of all, 
it is prohibited in the student body constitution and 
secondly, with only one newspaper serving the stu- 
dent bo^, it would be grossly unfair to take sides.

Last week a Gallup poll found 
that the people of the United 
States consider racial problems 
in eighth place among problems 
facing dieir communities. Is this 
the degree of concern that this 
problem shuuld elicit? (CUr 
governmental officials don't think 
so.; 

Compassion is the realh diffi- 
cult re^'Jire'Tient. It demands a 
deep, sincere, ferment feeling for 
the plight of the individual who Is 
Negn) in this countr>-. It means 
identifying with him. and that is 
painful bec.iuse this necessitates 
feeling some • t his impatience, 
despair and degradation. 

Compassion requires ueir.g 
disturbed by this newspaper's ed- 
itorial Friday. March 1, 1968, 
entitled "Student as Nigger." 
First, quaking objectively, to 
compare the puny status depriva- 
tion of middle class and upper 
class students at the major in- 
stitutions of higher learning in 
this country with that of the av- 
erage .Negro is not only patently 
false but ar-, insult to his suf- 
fering.Secondly, speaking mor- 
ally, there is no justification for 
the 'jse of such a despicable tei^ 
ns "r.iggc-r" ;ust to shock the 
stuJe:;ts this university and 
help to :ri,i.gnifv out of proportion 
their "plight" such that real 
i.-.j'astice Is overshaacwed. 

Compassior der!;ands that 
America m iKe f ir greater s.^c- 
riflces to help the disadvantaged. 
Regarding the Negro, the greatest 
sacrifice she will have to make 
is the surrendering on the part 
of her white citizens their blindly 
stupid assumptions of natural 
superiority whch allow them to 
justify the Negro's position as 
a resut of innate inferiorities. 
Ihis is, of course, not so. His 
position in our society has been 
cre.ited and maintaineid by white 
America. It is we who must make 
the major efforts to change those 
institutional strictures which 
make his imprisonment and des- 
pair realities. 

I am not optimistic that the 
changes will come, that the com- 
passion necessary exists within 
the hearts of middle class and 
upper class white .^meriC3ns. I 
fear very much that apathy and 
ignorance will triumph, our coun- 
try divided into two separate, 
hostile carrips. black vs. white. 
We who ,ire university students 
should be able to bring pressure 
to motivate action to finally make 
our country a cohesive whole. 

A place ro start might be a 
peaceful demonstration by the 
students of Florida State for a 
truly open, democratic society 
for all Americans to show that 
white Americans can be deeply 
concerned ami to plead for our 



govemmmtal leaders to make the 
changes demanded by conscience. 
I want no race war In Americal 
For us to continue to accept 
massive injustice Is to only await 
diat war's bqpinnlng, to allow 
man's sdfisfaness and ignorance 
to triiim|di once again.

Urging editorial responsibility 
and issuing a formal reprimand 
to Flambeau editor Kathy Urban 
were the results of the recent 
Board of Student Publications in- 
vestigation. 

In Its formal statement, made 
by Barbara Paterson, chairman 
of the BOSP. the Board conclu- 
ded, "We feel it wold 'je in- 
appropriate to discharge \!lss 
Urban from herpositionas Flani- 
beau editor at this time, and we 
are Issuing Instead a formal 
reprimand to her/' 

Hditori.il neglect was the charge 
brought before the Board. In Jan- 
uary a mix-up of Signatures on 
letters to the editor resulted in 
Steve Halbrook's name being ap- 
pended to a letter written in 
support of the use of illegal drugs. 

A retraction was printed but 
Halbrook was not completely sa- 
tisfied with it. There was danger 
of a suit, but theBoardwas later 
instructed that this matter had 
been cleared up. 

Another example of neglect by 
the Board's definition was the 
notice appearing in Feb. 23 issue 
which stated "Individual teachers 
may dismiss classes for the 
march on the Capitol today." 

Mike Beaudoin, director of the 
FSU Information Services, had 
noUfied Miss Urban that Presid- 
ent Champion had stated that 
classes would not be cancelled, 
"serious neglect" as "afterward 
hearing rumors which conflicted 
with President Champion's mes- 
sage. Miss Uiiian d»se to print 
the rumor a« fact without check- 
ing it." 

In the same February issue, the 
revised printing of the disputed 
editorial "AtLast" appeared. In 
that editorial Miss Urban had 
criticized Dean o£ Men Herb 
Reinhard. 
The Boai^l felt that there was 
no documented fact in the ques- 
tions, "Doesn't Reinhard have 
anything better to do than review 
forms? Or has someone hi West- 



cott finally realized the extent of 
his abUitles?" 
According to the BOSP, the ed- 
itorial contained many "ques- 
tionable interpretations of the 
fact." In their opinion, the fact 
was completely obscured "by the 
strong bias of the editor and ob- 
viously slanted interpretations of 
Lean Reiiihard's motives." 

Additional fault was found with 
the viol.ntion of the principles 
dopted by the BOSP. "Harsh 
and intemperate criticism where 
persunlities are involved" was 
the principle violated. 

The editorial in question repre- 
sented a personal attack on in- 
tegrity. Ihe "poor quality and 
irresponsibilit> In the Flambeau 
IS a measure of the personal 
character of its editor, Miss Ur- 
ban," the Board concluded. 
The BCBP statement on the mat- 
ter stated, "We feel it is neces- 
sary to make our position on this 
matter clear." 
Q-lticism of the editorial on 
grounds other than the legal as- 
pect was withheld until after pub- 
lication. The BOSPsfated,"(>ily 
in this way could the editor's 
rights be protected, and only in 
this way does the editor feel the 
full force of his responsibility." 

Miss Barbara Paterso::, chair- 
man of the board felt the decision 
was "quite just" since Miss Ur- 
ban did not coriply with the guide- 
lines of theiJQSl.She also agreed 
with the statement of the board 
that it "was derelict in its duty at 
this point for not reemphasizing 
these reaponsibiUties to Miss 
Urban,"

error in listing each course men- 
tioned by any student. It seems 
to me obvious that in a survey 
in which 54 students out of our 
whole soident body replied and six 
of those indicated that there was 
nodiing wrong with their parti- 
cular courses, th« no true stat- 
istical sanple of the campus was 
achieved. Secondly, J chink it 
Impit^er and irresponsible of the 
Flambeau to list any courses 
which one student has mentioned 
at any time. TTiere were a total 
of 15 courses listed by more than 
one student and only 3 listed 
by 5 or riiore students. 1 thlnlc 
we are all .i\»are that at any 
instance one student may per- 
ceive a course or course load in 
a way which is neither typical 
of the student body at large nor 
an honest assessment of the 
course.

Ihe report by die President's 
Advisory Cbmmittee on civil dis- 
order has (^>enly stated what 
every black man knows-- that 
America is a racist society . TTie 
report says In essence that the 
ghettos were created not by black 
men but by .vhiie people. How- 
ever, if this report follows the 
pattern of p'evious essa\s on 
black people since the turn of 
the century, then the mere de- 
claration Itself will be the un- 
fortur,are outcome of costly and 
tedious research. 

Whites have been studying 
black people endlessly in an at- 
tempt to disct ver reasons ft r the 
disruption oftiiestatus quo. Upon 
analysis of sia:i:s quo in relat- 
ion to Diack and white, one finds 
It means efforts of suppression 
on the one hand and necessarUy, 
molotov cocktails on the other. 
For the multitudes of you whose 
eyes have t)een closed l>y fear 
and subsequent hate, it is nec- 
essary for you to try to see for 
the first time if this situation 
is to change. 

Every university has its Negro 
ejq>ert, umially white. It is in- 
teresting to note that last year 
the federal government swarded 
a grant at Berkeley which ex- 
ceeded the budget of some black 
universities. Surely, all these 
Ph.U's can't be as dumb as 
this trend of Negro research 
would indicate. 

Why not whole-heartedly 
attempt to eliminate factors un- 
derlying the existence of ghettos 
-- white people. 

Herhaps you feel that one 
should rise above one's envir- 
onmeru. .M an;, rate, I hope this 
is the case. If so. the future 
may seem a lot brighter in the 
field of race relations and the 
summers a lot cooler. For it 
means that you, my dear white 
colleagues, will make an honest 
attempt to rise aJaove your iqp- 
bringing of racial prejudice and 
bigotry. 

However. 1 must confess ig- 
norance as to the nature of your 
oiiviously vain social and famUy 
devel<^ment— because the fed- 
eral government has not yet begun 
to Issue grants to fill this void 
of knowledge. Fm sure that blacic 
people aroiaid the world would 



like to know what it is that al- 
lows individuals to elect Wallaces 
and .Maddoxes as the represen- 
tative of Justice, what it Is thai 
breeds such hst*. tmecurtty and 
naivete. 

The point is that the success 
of White America in noble fear 
feflects the general position of 
affairs in the HacK-White con- 
frontation, as well as the "boy- 
ish" character "t white sod- 
cry's ways.

FSU Receives Grant for Science Excellence 



Florida State University has 
received a grant of $4,820,000 
from the National Science Foun- 
dation for the further develop- 
ment of science program. 

The $4,820,000 grant is the 
largest everreceived by Florida 
State. In 1960 it received a $3 
million five-year grant from the 
Atomic Energ;. Cbmmissior.. The 
grant was made :o launch an in- 
terdepart: e r^: research pro- 
gram in :he I:.s:;:ute of Molecu- 
lar Biophysics. This program 
continues with federal suppon 
of about $800,000 a year. 

One of Three 

Qie of three "university sci- 
ence development" grants an- 
nounced by NSF, the Florida 
State grant is to go primarily 
to the programs in physics, 
chemistry, statistics and psycho- 
biology during the next three 
years. 

I;, announcing the grants, NSF 
said they are designed to pro- 
vide financial support toward 
"Increasing the number of top 
rate science instituiUons In the 

Uiited States." 

NSF, the spokesman explain- 
ed, provides support to instl- 
tudons wldi science programs 
that are already good. It also 
seeks to advance these institu- 
tions "to ahigher level of quali- 
ty in a large segment of their 
science activities." 

It selects only institutions with 
"a substantial potential" for ex- 
cellence. It be^s tliese "in main- 
taining this new level of excel- 
lence, the NSF ^kesman fur- 
ti»r stated.

^x>n receiving tiie announce- 
ment. FSU President John E. 
Ounpion said, "I am pleased 
to learn that the National Science 
Foundation has madesudialarge 
grant available to us. Tills is the 
most significant recognition of 
one of our peaks of exc^ence 
and of sdx>larly achievement* of 
our faculty. This gnat will make 
it possible for us to achieve a 
real tiuvst forward in our science 
program." 

In anticipation of the grant, 
Florida State already had ob- 
tained an appropriation from the 
Legislature amountingto$2 mil- 
lion to go with the expected fed- 
eral money.

If ever students were concerned over student 
rights, now should be the time. 

On page one of today's Flambeau is a story 
about proposed changes in Board of Regents (BOR) 
operating manual. These changes are the culmina- 
tion of a full year's work by the Council of Student 
Body Presidents, composed of headsof the student 
bodies of the various state universities. Gene Stearns 
FSU student president, is chairman of the Council. 

The Council's concern has been making recom- 
mendations in the BOR operatinij policy on the sub- 
jects of independence of student governments in non- 
academic affairs and basic personal freedoms stu- 
dents are often denied. 

Stearns summed the 3^ear's work by saying, "This 
is what student government is all about." Truer 
words were never spoken, for these statements are 
the heart of the rights and privileges which stu- 
dents currently are forfeiting in order to attend a 
state university in Florida. 
Some of the more pertinent points are as follows: 

1. Administrative regulations are to include only 
those rules and regulations directly pertaining to 
maintaining the academic program and curricula; 
maintenance of university facilities and services and 
personal health and safety of students, faculty, and 
staff. 

2. Students are to be guaranteed due process in 
proceedings involving violation of non-academic 
rules and regulations. 

3. Relaxing the standards required for organizing 
a student organization and omission of faculty ad- 
visors from student organizations are also advo- 
cated. 

4. Consonant with number three is allowing any 
officially recognized organizaticm to sponsor a 
speaker. 

5. One of the most important of all the proposed 
changes is, oddly enough, the addition of firstamend- 
ment to the Constitution. Freedom of expression 
as defined by federal and state constitutions is not 
to be abridged or prohibited, period. We can think 
of no one to lend stronger support to this than the 
Vice President of the United States. 

When Hubert Humphrey spoke here he said the 
University should be a forum ol ideas, open to the 
left, the right and the center. He added no post- 

These are but a few of the revisions proposed 
by the Council and explained by the story jn page 
one. 

The point is this—there is no chance of wholesale 
passage by the BOR on these reforms. Some minor 
parts will probably be enacted, but that does not 
diminish the importance of presenting each of the 
amendments to the BOR in a persuasive manner. 

On April 29 the BOR meets and will receive the 
Council to hear its proposed amendments. A new 
student body president will be representing Florida 
^ate on the council. 

What will he do? 

If we are ever to abolish the sheer idiocy of the 

"in loco parentis" theory in favor of individual stu- 
dent responsibility, positive steps must be taken 
now. 

We must argue, cajole and finally convince the 
BOR that students are capable of exercising reason- 
able decisions with regard to their personal mat- 
ters. 

This weekend, ask your candidates if they intend 
to go to that BOR meeting, do they intend to con- 
tinue this administration's achievements for stu- 
dents' rights, wttl they REALLY work to free the 
student £r<Mn the "knowledgeable" people who tell 
him how to act, think, read and listen?

The first candidate is popular 
Attorney General Earl Falrcloth. 
He la an able administrator and 
has done a fine job representing 
the state in his official position 
of attorney general. Also, he is 
doing everyone afavorbyatten^t- 
ing to save Florida from six more 
years of Collins. 

The next Democratic candidate 
is former Gov.LeroyCollins. The 
Collins partisans will run him on 
his past record and as a pure and 
incorruptible public official; how- 
ever, I imagine that several events 
which transpired during his term 
as governor will come to light be- 
fore Novernber.Qiemust note his 
past record of accomplishments 
not onlv in Tallahassee but also 
in Washington, D.C. and in Selma, 
Ala.

Shonly thereafter his 
Democratic opponent withdrew 
in::i the race. 

Gurney's greatest asset (or lia- 
bility ) is his consistent adher- 
ence to his conservative princi- 
ples Even though his district is 
the site of the Cape Kennedy Space 
Complex, he has alwasy opposed 
the "pork barrel" type bills &)n- 
gress tends to pass on occasion. 

With Gurney in the race this 
will be a good test of conserva- 
tive voting strength in Florida.

The other Republican In the 
race is ex-Mayor Herman Gold- 
ner of St. Fttersburg.

The 
size of his vote could be inter- 
preted as a sign of the average 
citizen's sentiment toward the Viet' 
nam war. He also bills himself 
as a "true liberal Republican.

The 
film represents the ultimate de- 
velopment, or reductio ad ab- 
surdum of anti-art in the film 
medium. 

As fllm-maker Mohr eaqjlain- 
ed, if we really wanted to ne- 
gate film as an, we wouldn't 
eve: show the film at all. How- 
ever, he goes on, this would 
also r-.egate the entire medium. 

aher films in the festival 
were George Jones' experiment 
in m.ultiple images called "A 
Study in .Mistakes," and John 
Fartin's trite, but beautifully 
photographed "Loneliness Girl." 
■ The festival is a beginning. It 
can constantly be improved if the 
Film Committee chooses to con- 
tinue the program and devel"- :t 
into an annua! event. We hope i 
thev do so. Perhaps, in the hope- 
fully not-so-far-distant future, 
with the guidance of Werner Vagt 
and assistance from the Union 
Film Cbmmlttee, FSU can 
develop a great school of film.

Restricting administrative 
regulations to academic pro- 
grams; maintenance of facilities 
and services; andpersonal health 
and safety of students, staff, and 
faculty.

Student agencies .re to enact 
student rules and regulations. 

Use of Federal or State Rules 
of Criir.inal Procedure in enfor- 
cing quasi-criminal rules and 
regulations. 

"Occupation of the field" of 
student interest by student 
governments. 

Relaxation of the standards 
required for organizating a stu- 
dent organization. 

Omission of facult\ advisors 
from student organizations. 

.Allwing meetings of official 
organizations on campus and re- 
quiring the use of university fa- 
cilities. 

Allowing any officially recog- 
nized organization to ^nsor a 
speaker. 

Freedom of expression, as de- 
fined by federal and state con- 
stitutions IS not to be abridged 
or prohibited. 

■■llowing dissemination of lit- 
erature .it registraton, in study 
Banning censorship of student 
publicstions exc^t on a legal 
opinion from a competent legal 
source. 

Establishing procedures for 
removing editors and managers 
for proper and stated causes. 

The remainder of today's story 
and tomorrow's installment com- 
pares the changes with the exist- 
ing regulations. 

The basic changes are focused 
basic source of power for aa- 
in sections dealing with student 
welfare, institutional respon- 
sibilit} for student conduct, and 
student freedom and responsib- 
ility. 

Student Welfare 

Under student welfare, the 
basic source of power for ad- 
ministering the university sys- 
tem is set source of power for 
administering the university sys- 
tem is set forth. Starting with 
the premise that "The Board of 
Regents has full power and 
authority to prescribe rules and 
regulations to govern student life 
and faculty-student-staff rela- 
tionships . . . ", the proposed 



changes then establish a non- 
discrimination policy, list hte 
laws applicable to students, and 
set forth the procedure for pro- 
secutng violations of those laws. 

If the proposed changes are 
adopted, no university rule or 
regulation "shall discriminate 
on the basis of race, creed, 
religion, or sex", with the pro- 
vision that individuals living 
areas can form convertants 
or constitutons to establish liv- 
ing rules and regiilatiur-s. 

Under the .new rules, studenrs 
will be subject to a six-tierer. 
legal structure by being subject 
to federal, state, county, city 
laws and niles and regulatiosn 
of the university and Board of 
Regents. 

Violation of these laws, or- 
dinances, rules, or regulations 
may sugjea a student to "ap- 
propriate university action". 



Due Process 

Students wll be afforded "due 
process as nearly as possible" 
to that guaranteed jy the federal 
and srate constitutions In pro- 
ceedings Involving violation of 
non-acadeiiilc nils and regu- 
latons. ! 0 li7;pleinei;: this due 
process requlren.eR-, student or 
%tuden[-facul:y courts with a 
channel of appeal -o :he adtTiin- 
Istration is set up. 

.Appeals from student courts 
are not to be new trails except 
tliat separate findings tt fact 
may be rendered on the tran- 
scripts of lower proceedngs 
when prejudicial error occurs. 
When new evidence Is discov- 
ered or when evidence was er- 
roneously excluded tioni the 
trial, a limited de novo proceed- 
ings may be initiated. 

University cooperaton with 
local, state, and federal autbor- 
ites is ensured by a directive 
to cooperate in enforcli^ those 
laws. 

According to the terms ci the 
proposed cliangs, adminis- 
trative regulatons are to Include 
only tlwse rules and regulations 
directly pertaining to niantaing 
the academic program and cur- 
rlciila; maintenance of univer- 
sity facilities and services; and 
personal health and safety of 
students, faculty, and staff. .\d- 
vlce and participation of students 
are required in enacting these 
rules.

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BOR Manual Changes Proposed 



(Editor's Note: lUs is the 
second of a two-part analysis 
of the proposed dianges to the 
Board of R^^ts* Policy Man- 
ual to be recommended by the 
Council of Staufent Body Pres- 
idents. Friday's analysis cov- 
ered the reaction of Student Bbdy 
President Gene Steams and fo- 
cused cn student welfare. 

Whereas the first part ex- 
pounded student welfare, this fi- 
nal part discusses institutional 
responsibility for student con- 
duct and student freedom and 
responsibility.) 

The second major area of pro- 
p>osed changes concerns insti- 
tutional responsibility for stu- 
dent conduct: administration 
procedures and ri{^ of review. 

Noting that "serious viola- 
tions" of university regulations 
shall be fully reponed on the stu- 
dent's rerr^.^-ent record, the 
proposed chjnges state that en- 
forcement of rules and regula- 
tions Aall be within the juris- 
diction of the university. In en- 
actine rules and regulations, cer- 
tain proceAires should be follow- 
ed. 

In. the ^rea of student regula- 
tions, denocrarically elected 
student agencies ^re to be es- 
tablished for the express pur- 
pose of creating student rules 
and regulations, the university 
acting in an advisory capacit;. 
only, stepping in where there 
is a "clear and present" danger 
to the operation of the "fcJmver- 
sity or if student welfare is en- 
daneered. 

Trial - procedures in enforcing 
rules and regulations are quasi- 
criminal in nature and arg to 
conform as nearly as possible to 
Federal or State Rules of Crim- 
inal Procedure. 

Right to Review 

The right to review has been 
preserved. Under the rules, as 
proposed, ihe university is to 
provide appeal procedures on 
"all matters" in which the stu- 
dent feels he has been aggriev- 
ed. -Appeal to the Board of Re- 
gents is possible witliin 30 days; 
the written request is to cite all 
exceptions to the previous de- 
cision. 

The review by the Board of 
Regents will not be de novo and 
the university Is re^nsible for 
providing a transact of the 
hearings. A the review, the pro- 
cedures and testimony will be 
reviewed in regard to the ex- 
cq)tions raised, then a ruling 
will be made on the validity of 
the exceptions. If sustained, the 
case will be returned to the uni- 
versity with instructions for re- 
consideration. 

The last major area concerns 
student freedom and respon- 
sibility and covers student or- 
ganizations, freedom of expres- 
sion, and ri^t of assembly. 

Student government and other 
self-governing student bodies are 
to be allowed and encouraged with 
a mandate to expressly permit 
authority to include non-acadam-

Student govmunent has the 
prerogative to occup> the field 
of student interest if the action 
is not otherwise banned by the 
BOR Manual.

Student Organizations Student Publications 



Student organizatioi s nay be 
officially recognized b y .^e uni- 
versity widi the ^rov.i of stu- 
dent govenunent. Anorganization 
officially recognized "must not 
have as its purpose . . . the ad- 
vocacy of the violent overthrow 
of the government". Student 
agencies may also place "other 
limitations" on recogn!."',ng stu- 
dent organizations. 

Qfficiall) recognized org.'^.n- 
izations are required to have 
written constitutions on file; the 
constitution to state its purposes; 
prescribing its form of organ- 
iza.icn and n.atare operation. 

The university is required to 
"allow" every official!) recog- 
nized organization to meet on 
campus and to use appropriate 
university facilities. 

Freedom of expression, as de- 
fined by the federal and state 
constitutions, "shall not be in 
any way prohibited or abridged". 
With this as a peg. the pro- 
posed changes dien go on to state 
that "the existing laws, state 
and federal, which define or ex- 
pand upon these freed mis, shall 
also apply on every campus". 
Special attention centers on pub- 
lic forums, pamphlets and peti- 
tions, and right of assembly. 



Public Forums 

Thie prcposeJ changes state 
the bjslc premise that diversit;. 
of content and a balance of opin- 
ion are provided b> an effective 
platform of public discussion, 
then recognize that "one of the 
responsibilities of the universitj 
IS to maintain i vital dialogue 
for the sti:-iuldtion and intellec 
tual deveL pm.ent of the student 
body". The proposed changes 
emphaticall', state that j speaker 
does not necessaril> reflect the 
views of the university or of the 
Board of Regents. 

Lhder the rules, if adopted, 
any offici Jly recognized campus 
organization fhay sponsor a 
speaker. 

With regard to pamphlets 
and petitions, the basic freedom 
to hear, write, distribute, and 
act on a variety of thoughts and 
beliefs "must be respected", 
and circulation of liter.sture iden-

Duke Raises Waj;es 



DURHAM, N. C. JCPS) ~ A 
week-long student preisst at Duke 
Universi^ has bresi^ an in- 
crease In the irihite— wage for 
non-academic emplsfsss. 

The university sfcifcilstritluii 
has agreed to incresse tlM mini- 
mum wage frwn $1.15 an boor to 
$1.60 an hour by July 1. 1969, 
with an Intermediate increase on 
July 1 of this year. Previoasly, 
the increase to $1.60 was not to 
ive taken eCfstt until 1971, when 
would have been requlied by 
Federal law. 
"^e administration haa also 



agreed to set up a commisskHi to 
consider recognition at a coUec- 
tlve bargaintag unit fortbstml- 
versity employees. It is still un- 
clear whether the commiylon 
will Include only administrators 
or whether representatives of die 
students, facility, and the work- 
ers wiU also be included. The 
students have given theadmlnls- 
tratlaii 10 di^ to make a de- 
cision on the bargaining unit. 

The protest began April 5, when 
300 students went to the home ci 
Duke President Douglas Knight. 



Student publications and stu- 
dent press -ire recognized as a 
"v.Ju ible aid in establishing and 
maintaining an atmosphere of free 
nd responsible discussion and of 
iniellecrual exploration" on the 
campus. Stating that censor- 
Ship wiU not be toler. ted, the 
changes then set out the proce- 
dures for doing so. 

Under "extreme circum- 
stances" the university may 
"withhold any material thought 
to be potentially libelous for a 
24 hour period.* During that 
time, "corqpetent" legal advice 
must be son^gfat and a legal opin- 
ion judging die material to be 
libelous shall be tlie only grounds 
upon which material can be hdd 
from publication by the univer- 
sities. To insulate staff mem- 
bers from arbitrary removal, 
certain procedures are recom- 
mended. 

The recommendations are that 
editors and managers are to be 
removed only for "proper and 
Stated cause" and then onl> b\ 
"orderly and prescribed pro- 
cedure!" . The agency respon- 
sible for appointing the editors 
and managers is recc mmerded as 
agency responsible for their re- 
moval. 

Lr.iversity puiilished and fi- 
nanced student publications are 
to state on editorial pages that 
the opinions are those of the 
writers, noi of the vmiVmlt^ 
or the student bod> .

Black Power is a "coalltlm 
of black community organizations 
working in a Unfled effort to cure 
the Inherent Uls of our com- 
munity," said Charles Wright. 
A memUer of the state's Black 
.^ower group named the "Florida 
Black Front," Wright visited the 
"Flamiseau" office Tuesday. 

Wright sees the function of 
black Power as the "abUlty of 
black people to have alack self- 
determination, black self help, 
black adequacy with an emphasis 
place on education, economics 
and politics ..." To accom- 
plish these goals there must also 
be a "re-evaluation ... of the 
attitudes existing in the bkck 
community," Wright said. 

Black Power representatives 
will speak on campus tonight 
at 7:30 in Moore Auditorium 
sponsored by SC. Wright will 
deliver the address, "Alterna- 
tives to Civil Disorder." Although 
many call for halts to the riots, 
Wright feels that a failure to 
offer an alternative to riots will 
only result In more riots. 

A fellow memberof the Florida 
organization who accompanied 
Wright said that "concessions 
for the alternative use of black 
energy ^ ^ socially acceptable 
manner," must be provided. 

The Florida oisainlzatlon feels 
that "full acceptance of black 
power and its beauttfui concepts 
by the Black establishment and 
the recognition of It by whites 
must be done in a programmed 
way." 

Wright stated, "We note the 
total problem of black people Is 
not being rich or poor, eAica- 
ted or uflflducattd. Trouble itcmi 
from the color of the skin." 
Another member of the group saw 
the "problem of racism audits 
psychological effects" as also 
handicapping the black coRunun- 
ity.

Hatred must never be answered witft Hatred. The 
ultimate irony of our time was when he man who 
most stood for nonviolence was struck down by an 
assassin's bullet. It is exactly that standard of Mar- 
tin Luther King's which should fill us with a sense of 
unfoi^ttable shame. 

It is also ironic that in these davs of aroused ten- 
sion throusrhout the nation his people have violated 
that standard. But white Americans must not general- 
ize that these have been the acts of the majority; 
such indiscriminate resentment can only be a sia:nof 
danger to our society. Taking the law into one's own 
hands will not solve anjrthii^ — whites should avoid 
becoming the equivalent of Black Power advocates. 

What the tragedy of King's death demands of us all 
is restraint and clear thinking. The entire population 
needs to show a capacity for understanding any sym- 
pathy. 

King once said "... even though we must face the 
difficulties of today and tomorrow, I still have a 
dream. It is a dream deeply rooted in the American 
dream that one day this nation will rise up and live 
out the true meaning of its creed — we hold these 
truths to be self-evident, that all men are created 
equal." 

Perhaps this can be put on a personal basis by call- 
ing it respect. Respect does not mean a refusal to 
pass legal judgement on those who are guilty of of- 
fense; it does mean exercising humaneness towards 
every member of society. 

The racial question can never be solved solely by 
piblic institutions. The actual resolution will have to 
come down to the person-to-person level . Only on an 
intrapersonal basis can many of the subtle aspects of 
job and housing discrimination be erased. Only when 
legal and moral principles are finally filtered through 
the consciences of individuals do they change the 
outlook of the nation. 

Perhaps it is worthwhile to return to what Dr. King 
said to the marchers in Washington in 1963 — "We 
refuse to believe that the bank of justice is bank- 
rupt. We refuse to believe that there are insufficient 
funds in the great vaults of opportunity of this 
nation." 

We refuse to believe that the nonviolent cause to 
which Dr. King devoted his life should not continue to 
lead the way to better opportunities and understanding 
for all men.

Credibilit\ Gap 

And che Negro 
To the Editon 

One of the recurring reasons 
proffered to explain our inability 
to reeolve the c<mfllct in Vietnam 
is our failure to "win the hearts 
and minds of the people" and thus 
establi^ a consensual base to 
underpin the "official" govern- 
ment in -ialgoD. In^didt in this 
assessment is the assumption 
that this estrangement of the pop- 
ulation from the government is 
peculiar to South Vietnam. Also, 
that the solution to the problem 
constitutes a top priorit) item. 
(Witness the approxim Jiel'. J35 
billion for the w^ir effort.) 

The thrust of this article is that 
this feeling of "alienation" am- 
ong rhe popuhition can be found 
right here in the United States 
and constitutes a problem of 
jreater national concern; theso- 
lution of greater priorif, . 

Recent evidence indicates a se- 
rious "credlbllit> gap" between 
the black people of America and 
the rest of American societ .. A 
study conducted by Louis fiarris 
(St. Pete Times Ap-il 1968) 
indicates that "Negrjes feel 
deeply disconnected from the rest 
of America." This feeling of ali- 
enation has soared from 34 to 54 
per cent since 1966. The per- 
centage of Negroes who feel that 
"few people really understand 
bow it is to live like I live" has 
risen in the same period from 32 
to 66 per cent. 52 per cent (as 
compared to 32 per cent in 1966) 
express the attitude that "the 
people running the country don't 
really care what happens to 
people like ourselves." A per- 
ception diat "almost nobody un- 
derstands the problems facing 
me" is shared by 52 per cent of 
Negro respondents as compared 
to 30 per cent in 1966. 
These findings indicate a pro- 
bler:! not confined to some re- 
mote corner of the world thou- 
sands of miles from our shores. 
The time has come to erase the 
gap between prescription and 
practice; between what we verba- 
lize about the "American way of 
life" and "the great society" and 
what we actually do in practice 
to insure a decent and oroductive 



life for all Americans. It's not 
enough just to appoint a com- 
mission to stud> the problem, 
( i.e.,TTie President's Commis- 
sion on Qvil Disorder); concrete 
positive action is called for to 
implement the recommendations 
of the commission.

A few days ago Mayor Richard 
Daley of Chicago Issued an order 
to bite chief police In which 
he ordered that "the policeman 
on the beat should shoot to kill 
If he saw ar. arsonist and shoot 
to n alni or cripple If he saw 
looters at work."

Currently we have a pressing 
domestic problem that is being 
over shadowed by our actions in 
Vietnam. If we were not fight- 
ing two wars—one in Asia and the 
other in the streets of most 
American cltles~we, as a na- 
tion, could bwter cope with the 
problem.

In seeking a solution to this 
pnblsm we must look for a lAort 
run sohitkm to rid our streets 
of this anarclqr Immediately. 
We must also consider a long 
run plan tc help these people in 
the future. 

What matters In riots— bethey 
student "panry raids" on the 
FSU campus or disorders In 
downtown Detriot— is tlie immed- 
iate and Stem enforcement d 
the law. 

Professor Ernest Van Pet. 
Haag In his article on "Report 
on the Riots" In the National 
Review of March 26, 1968 ad- 
vanced the iheoi7 that epole com- 
mit crimes or riot because, given 
their condition, the desire for 
Che satisfacUon felt, or sought, 
prevails over the desire 10 avod 
the risk of penalties. Tbey re- 
frain if dw desire to avod tbe 
cost prevalsL 

Riots will Increase if the pen- 
alties are reduced, or the de- 
sire is raised. Riots can be de- 
crmsed by rastog die cost, or 
by reducing the <teslre. Tbe cost 
of riett to the rioters is more 
•uil^ and swiftly changed than 
the conditions prodncbig the In- 
clination to riot. 

We have been plagued with this 
problem for about four ye«S. 
Rather then seeing any nmrked 
Improvement In police action the 
rioters and looters seem to oe 
gaining strength. 

When the Watts riot deVS^- 
ed, the reaction by the authori- 
ties was too slow. The governor 
of California, Pat Brown, was ou 
of the country and the power was 
In the hands of his lieutenant 
Governor. 

Thl tpe of rioting and burn- 
ing was new totheNatlonalGuard 
and police depanments. How- 
ever, In the last four years 
these policemen and guardsmen 
have been taklg lessons In riot 
control. The law enforcemeru 
agencies are ready to wbi back 
control of some «r"8J|f^™ 
ghettos. Force miat be met with 
superior force. , 

tfwe are a nation of laws and 
not of men, then there is no place 

for anarchy. There is no place 
for the liberal leaders who say 
that some laws are morally wrong 
and need not be obeyed. Feoie 
must stop picking and chosliig 
for themielVTs those laws which 
they ar» going to obey.

WASHINGTON (CPS) -- Stu- 
dents around the country' reacted 
with Jubilation toI¥esldeni John- 
son's announcement that lie would 
not seek another torm as Presi- 
dent. 

But beneath the jubilation there 
was an undercurrent of suspicion 
of Johnson's motives, especially 
among poltically aware students. 
A (PS survey of about 20 large 
campuses also showed a alight 
feeling of synqiathy forthePres- 
ideni and a good deal of confusion, 
ea|>ecially in the West. 

Tbere were spontaneous dem- 
onstrations on several campuses 
and in several large cities. 

In Washington, about 150-200 
people danced and sang in La- 
fayette Park, across the street 
from the White House. About 
20 policemer. patrolled in front 
of the White House and threeper- 
sons were airested for refusing 
ti( m(;ve > n when told to.(Wash- 
mgtun has strict laws against 
parading in front cf the White 
House without a pennit.) 

In Boston about 3,000 people 
most of them Boston Univeralty 
and Massachusetts Institiue of 
Technology students marched 
from Harvard Square to the steps 
of the staiebouse at about 2 a.m. 
Monday. They held a rally with 
speeches, chanting, and singing 
on the steps of tl»e state house.

In Ann Arbor, Mich., beer and 
wine sales iocreaaedtenfold. 

Student press reaction was also 
wldfr-ranging. The University of 
Michigan Daily In a front page 
editorial said Johnson's with- 
drawal "should not obscure the 
historic significance of his 
drastic administration" and call- 
ed on his successor to make ma- 
jor changes in U.S. policy . The 
Yjle D.Tily News said "we en- 
thusi ,st!cjll\ endorse LBJ's 
non-c tiidldacy ." Some college 
editors, such as those at the 
VCLA Lbih Qcuin. said the-. nilRht 
find it easier to endorse Minneso- 
t J Senator Eugene McCarthy now. 
since it is no longer necessary 

to stop Johnson, 

Johnson will remain on the 
ballot cf Qwice '68, the presi- 



dential primary being held or. 
1,400 college campuses .\pril24. 
The directors of the projects, 
which is funded by Hme, Inc., 
took Michigan Governor George 
Romney off the ballot when he 
withdrew from the race in Feb- 
ruary. Bui the ballots were al- 
ready printed when Johnson made 
his announcement. Vice Pres- 
ident Hubert Humphrey, who is 
being mentioned as a likely cai - 
didate, is not on the Choice 
ballot, and those who want him 
will have to write In his name.

to FSl Cut 

An 11 per cent federal spending 
cm to three of Florida State Un - 
versity's largest financial aid 
programs wUl reAice the univer- 
sity's abUity to help needy stu- 
denis pay for the nexf-'chool 
vear, Jjmes B. Puryear. finan- 
cial aid director, has annwinMd. 

Federal funds totaling, >1.0W- 
042 are expected by Puryear. a 
aecreise oi al -no st $150,000 from 
this , ear's contributions. Finan- 
cial aid programs affected are: 
the National Defense Student 
Loans, the Lcononiicepiportunity 
Grams and the College Work- 
Study itogram. 

Biryear's request for funds was 
$500,000 more than he expeasto 
receive for nea year. Federal 
funds may be further icutl if 
Cbngress doe« not approve the 
$190 miUion NDEA proptfied 
appropriation for long term atu- 
dents loans, he said. 

Although proipeas are dim fcr 
T.eetlng the needs of all of Ron- 
da State's students, Riryearsaid 
that ir.creaaed state appropria- 
tions for the teaching scholarship 
program and the creation of 
Board of Regents scholarships 
wiU help fill the gap left by the 
federal spending cut. 

Purvear also said that the fed- 
erally-insured loan program 
promises to help close the gap 
left by the federal cut and in- 
creased need. Under this pro- 
gratn. students can borrow from 
banks and credit unions with the 
government paying some of the 
interest costs and insuring re- 
paviTient. 

The cuts come at a time when 
college costs are increasing and 
enroUment is rising. The finan- 
cial aid office estimates that av- 
erage minimum costs for this 
school year total %l 700 per 
student, an increase over the pre- 
vious year's $1|S50. 

Transfer 
Admissions 

Restoration of funds by the 
Legislature's special session 
will allow Florida State Univer- 
sity to consider all applications 
for admission from qualified 
Florida transfer students seeking 
entrance in the fall quarter. \^ il- 
lis Caldwell, director of admis- 
sions, has announced. 

To be qualified, transfer stu- 
dents must: 

Have met eligibility require- 
ments for entering freshmen- a 
minimum score of 300 on the 
Florida Twelfth Grade Test and 
a high schoi.l average of C or 
better and a C average in all 
college-level work attempted; or 
have attained Junior standing 
at a Florida Junior or senior 
college with a C average or bet- 
ter, based on all work anempted. 

Ur. Caldwell said this action 
allows Florida Sute admission 
policies toward Florida transfer 
students to remain the same as 
last year.

"I think It's getting out of hand," 
stated Raymond Cullar, asst. 
registrar. His subject—the act 
of obtaining illegal class cards 
prior to registration. 

Examples of such deception are 
easy to find since the practice 
seems to be widespread. 

The rationale for students who 
ootain their class cards In an 
Illegal manner vary. One senior, 
the product of four years at 
Florida State, remarked, "It's 
the only way to get the classes 
you need," 

For the same reason, two frat- 
ernity members had a fellow 
member pull their sets of cards 
earlier. It seems cwnmon prac- 
tice to ask friends to pull extra 
cards. 

What has happened and what will 
happen is reasonably clear. 
Numbers of students are denied 
the opponunliy to register for the 
classes of their choice. One stu- 
dent, who had obtained her cards 
earlier, said, "So what—you can 
alwavs drop and add." 



falsifies a signature and pulls 
several cards. 

Solution Sought 

According to Cullar, Dean John 
Arnold is searching for an answer 
to the enforcement problem. 
An "attempt to oiforce" the 
ruling seems to be "In fairness 
to all studous," Arnold said. 

Plans are being made to fore- 
stall such deception Inthefuture. 
Cullar revealed that FSU will ob- 
tain a computer capable of hand- 
ling registration in October of 
1968. There will be some delay, 
h' wever because of alack of funds 
tci ruy the necessary additional 
gear. Actual operation of the reg- 
istration by computerised con- 
cept may well be delayed.

Because so mtaj students were 
apparaitly Involved In the pro- 
cess vi deception, the decision 
was made not to punish the off- 
enders. "Since so many were 
involved, we didn't feel it would 
be fair," Cullar said. 

Yet, a student who had to stand 
in lines to receive class cards, 
questioned the decision. 
'They're so strict in scheduling 
and then i; doesn't rr.atter,'" she 
said. 

Standing in line and them being 
told a section Is closed encour- 
ages deception, members of the 
■Registrar's Office feel. There 
have been Increased numbers of 
students oo'alning Illegal cards 
this year. Past experience may 
have led the senior quc-ed earlier 
to believe, "it's the only way..."

Now that the democratic processes have express- 
ed the general direction that Student Government 
shall travel the next year, perhaps those who are 
to be installed will consider forming an amalgama- 
ted platform by adding some of the suggestions be- 
low, whch were gleaned from various and diverse 
sources. 

Faculty Evaluation: Expand it to include comments 

on instructors, one day to replace the insanity of 
six standard questions with five coded answers. 

Physical tducation: End grading in required ac- 
tivity courses. The present system forces a student 
to take a course he can excel in, not one that he 
wants, in order to maintain his grade average. . 
The present system is essentially one of negative 
threat, not positive recreation. 

Library: Extend its hours, at least during finals. 
Homecoming: Since it does not appear that stu- 
dents will ever gain control of this event, have 
choice of speaker conceded to them and then di- 
rected toward obtaining a timely speaker. 

Speakers: Have some. Have some who are 
controversial. Have them often. 

Women's rules: Continue toward their abolition. 
Class Officers: .Abolish them, again. If Senate 
insists on reviving them yet another time, have the 
officers assigned some duties consistent with the 
aims of an institution of higher learning and end the- 
devotion to dividing the student body into "<classes.." 

Contraceptives: Make it possible for coeds to ob- 
tain them at the infirmary without bein^ subjected to 
the scrutiny of the University, the Board of Regents 
or the State of Florida . 

Co-op: Have SG begin plans for a student co- 
operative (a general store with discounts for stu- 
dents). If this is not feasible start plans for a 
comprehensive weekly cooperative price sheet to 
encourage comjietition among Tallahassee mer- 
chants. 

Elections: End FSU administrative approval of 
elected students in SG unless a fradulent election 
can be proved. 

Housing: Form a union of students to demand 
lower rental rates from Tallahassee landlords. 

Student Automobiles: End prohibitions by the 
university as to who may possess a car in Leon 
County. The administration has admitted that this 
would not stand a court test, so end it.

(.Newsweek .Mar. 18, 1968) They 
yak about Khe San, which of 
course Is not too far from me. 
They make such a big thing about 
bow miserable K he San is and how 
rough it is for the Gl, and yet 
every quote from military per- 
sonnel in the article is optimis- 
tic as ever. They calk about 
dust— well, it's dusty here too 
when a chopperlsnds— endlt'sno 
worse than Lake Linden on a 
windy day with tbe wind off the 
sandhank. And they say how awful 
C ratleas arell The GI never had 
It so good and they know lt...C 
rati«ms axe a rcfular meal — 
canned— and no worse than Dlnty 
Moore's stew, and how you beat 
it (beat tablets) doesn't make it 
taste any worse. Most GI's like 
C rations — in faa a case of C 
rations is a pretty good trad- 
ing corr,rr:odl'y — we llkethemfor 
snacks eveii when we have regular 
n^eais -a- the chow lialls. The 
only people who really can com- 
plain are the lousy reporters. 

I grant you, the weapons Charley 
has up hiere are lots better than 
they had In II Corps; mainly be- 
cause he's close to the DMZ and 
doesn't have to haul them so far. 
But Newsweek tries to subtly 
imply that they are as good as our 
weapons! There's no compari- 
son— NONE I The best thing they 
have up here is the 122 mm rock- 
et—they're pretty effective, I've 
seen thism — but we can sit right 
here on tbe base andmake thous- 



ands of sL'r.ilar explosions on 
Charley with ur guns alone, say 
nothing of air strikes, etc. What 
is more, we can locate the posi- 
tion a monar or rocket is f;red 
fro.T. in seconds and have ar- 
tillery trained on 1- which Is 
pretty unhealr.'ifui for the gooks. 
We don't have to hide our mortar 
positions because we have ao 
many that Charley doesn't know 
where to start on them. About 
casualtlea — I heard about an ar- 
ticle tn Time magazine thst said 
oar kills were oversttlmatad 
dBT^ the TET holidays. I guess 
it said that some bodies were 
counted twice, etc. That shows 
how much they know about the 
war. lo this war you can't count 
1 s that most of ths time we dmi't 
even see the people we kllLTbey 
are killed by air strikes for In- 
stsnce...lf a 750 lb. bomb hits a 
bunker with 40 VC In It— there's 
nothing left but a hole. Also 
every night we drop about a third 
of our total bombing missions by 
radar and never bother to make 
tssessments on most of them. 
Also, VC and NV7 carry away 
their dead during fire fights. 

Don't get nie wrong — the 
Communists are definitely giving 
us a hard time over here. It Is 
definitely an all out war on both 
sides, nojody's fooling around 
any more. However it's one-sided 
In its military results, yet the 
effect on observers Is somehow 
distorted so that it looks like at; 
even battle. That's because most 
people are looking at It from the 
standpoint that NVN has little to 
work with BO people (by people I 'm 
talking about statesiders who get 
their information from sources 
like Newsweek) subconsciously 
put a haadlci^ on them.

Position at Florida St. 

Sailing at Florida S:aie enyous the unique dls-incltlon of being 
bot an intercolleglte spon and an activity. 

In ihfi few years since Its founding by Dr. Michael Kasha In 1961, 
the Florida State Sailing Association has taught hundreds of people 
to sail, including students, faculty, staff and their children. 

At the san;e -Ime, the Florida State Sailing Association has com- 
piled the ijest Intercollegiate athletic record of any team at FSU. 

The John F. Kennedy Memorial Regatta is the World's most 
prestigious Intercollegiate sailing event. It is being sailed this year 
for he fifth time, and FSU has been nominated as the best team In 
the Southeast four of those five years. 

Every year, the Tribe sailors have either been the Southeastern 
champions or the rimner-up. Every year, FSU has been the South- 
eastern representative In at least one of the three NorthAmerlcan 
Championships (this year it's the team race with the monotypes to 
be sailed at the Lake Bradford tomorrow and Sunday). 

This outstanding athletic record is all the mora remarkable be- 
cause tbe salltDg team turn achieved it without beii^ affilated with 
the Athletic Dapunment. 

Some <rf FSU's best racers learned to sail entirely at FSU. Herb 
Shlpp, a past Commodore of tbe sailing club and a past-President of 
tbe Southeastern District Association, had never seen a sailboat 
before coming to Tallahassee, but over three years with tbe Tribe 
sailors, he has be^wd win 11 Southeastern championships. 

In addition to sailing and racing on Lake Bradford. Sailing Club 
members have the opportunity to compete 'ji regattas from Houston 
and New Orleans to Atlanta, Nashville and Mian i. 

Besides racing, tbe SaUlng Club teaches sailing to oeglnners every 
Saturday afternoon that regattas are not In progress on Lake Brad- 
ford. Tbe teaching program enables the rawest recruit to pass his 
Bktpper'a test in a short time. Fortbenroce advanced, there Is apro- 
gram covering racing uctlcs. 

Sailing on big boats off the coast Is another opportunity for 
Sailing Club members. Last quarter, tbe sailing club sailed two 
big boats from St. Marks to Tampa, and ovem^ht to St. George 
Island and Dog Island are planned. 

Sallti^ at Florida State is a year-round sport, although the 
summer sees much more recreation than competition. Opporttmi- 
tles to sail on big boats are more common around Tallahassee In 
tbe spring and summer, and on the Southern Ocean Racing Circuit 
during tbe winter. 

The Florida State Sailing Association Is completely- run by stu- 
dents, from crews to Commodore, who handle mainienance and 
planning as well as the actual sailing. Dues are only $5 and those 
interested are allowed rwo lessons before they are required to join. 
At the Sailing Club's meetings every other Wednesday ,there is 
everything from movies of America's Ciq> defeases to accounts of 
regatu parties' in New Orleans.

FLAMBEAU 
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King's Murder Evokes 
Strong Student R eaction

WASHINGTON (CPS) ~ What 
Ifi there left to be aald about Dr. 
Mariln Luther King, Jr.? 

Too much has been said al- 
ready, and by men who would do 
better to keep silent — politi- 
cians who would as soon have 
been seen In the friendly com- 
pany with Mao Tse-Tung as with 
King Joined their voices to the 
lamentation. But this was pre- 
dictable. 

It's best to sa\ very little — 
to say that King was a man of 
faith and superlative courage a 
man who misunderstood the real- 
ities of power In this country 
and the more subtle ways of race 
hatred, but who held to his word. 
The hatred from the right and the 
disdain from the left cannot 
change these things. 

But It's not soimporomtnowto 
discuss what King was 4ike. 

What Is Important Is to con- 
sider whether or net his murder 
will make a dJffexence. More 
tban one coIuiniilK has written 
that, yes. it will, that Dr. Klin's 
death will do more to advance 
the cause of the Negro than any 
demonstration he miglit have led 
In his life, and Just look at the 
Open Housing 8111 . , . 

Leglslati.e n.easureg like the 
open housing oil] should not oe 
dismissed out of hsnd. Very pos- 
sibly It will be of some value 
over time to the black middle 
class, though for now It serves 
mainly as a grotesque comment 
on America, illuminating very 
clearly how much more we as 
people care for property rlgnts 
than for human rights. 

It Is difficult not to see the bill 
as a gesture. And the same, 
unfortunately, can besaidof much 
of what colleges and universi- 
ties have done in requnse to tlie 
murder. 

Scholarships Set 

A large number ot schools have 
established Martin Luther King, 
Jr. scholarship funds and nuuy 
have established committees to 
work in one way or another for 
more rights for black people. 

A few schools have goneftir- 
tber. &anford IMverslty, for 
one, has plec^ed to double the 
number at its minority group' 
students; to double the propor- 
tion of its minority group en - 
ployees; to admit jo minority 
group students who do not meet 
the standards of admission, and 
to give black students top prior- 
ity for fLianclal aid. 

The president of the Univer- 
sity of Iowa has ordered the study 
of the feasibility of establishing 
an Institute for .\fro-Amerlcan 
Studies, and has authorized an 
Increase in the school's admis- 
sions staff to look for more ulack 
Students (the competition for 
"qualified'" black smdents, which 
has been heated in the past few 
years, promises to become even 
more so). 

Much of the response to the 
murder has come from students. 
At Rutgers University in New 
Brunswick, N. J., for example. 
Students held a mai^h Into the 
city to protest discrimination. 
The student councU there has 
taken the position that any fra- 
ternity practicing discrimination 
ought to be banned fr<Hn the cam- 
pus. 

Students at Colgate University 
in iqistate New Yoric held a sit- 
in in the adbnbilstratlfln building 
toprotestfratemity dlKrlmina- 
tion there. The students associa- 
tion at the University of Min- 
nesota has sponsozed a sit-in at 
the office of the mayor In St. 
Paul, protesting the stockpiling 
of rifles similar to tiiose used 



in Vietnam by the city's police 
department. And so forth. 

"These effons ought not to be 
derided. They are preferable to 
doing nothing at all. simply hold- 
ing a march or two and leaving 
it at that. 

But that they are sadly Inad- 
equate, there should be no doubt. 

The Keriier Report on last 
summer's upheavals in the cities 
said the United States is becom- 
me two societies, "separate and 
unequal.' It's a catch phrase, 
too much of one really, because 
it conjures up ItT-.ages of the old 
Jim Crow days, with separate 
bathrooms, segregated movie 
houses and seats in the oack of 
the bus. Nevertheless, not much 
thought is re<pilred to suggest 
what is really implicit in the 
phrase. 

L nccjuJ Dciincd 

"Unequal" means, quitesimp- 
ly, that few, if any, of the coun- 
try's major institutloos — its 
corporations, its governments, 
its churches and universities — 
exercise their powers on behalf 
of the black poor. It is exer- 
cised, by default if not by in- 
tenticm, on behalf of the vbite 
and affluent majority. 

It Is no secret that this is 
what "unequal'" means. The point 
Is, if this counti7 Is to avoid 
developing into a larger model 
of South Africa, then the bal- 
ance of Institutional power must 
be radically changed. 

It would be nice to imagine 
that tha country's colleges and 
universities, with their brand 
new urban studies departments 
and their search for black "tal- 
ent," are in the process of align- 
ing themselves with theghenoes, 
but nocliing could be further from 
the truth. Like any growing insti- 
tution a unlverstty thrives <» 
money, and gbeooes are not 
where the money is to be found. 
The universities are as locked 
into the white Establlshmem as 
IBM. 

Can this be changed? Not like- 
ly, but students ought to make 
the effort. The campaign of Sen. 
Eugene McCarthy Indicated that 
students can make a difference 
politically, though it's true that 
the co.— parlson between getting 
out the vote for McCanhy and 
attempting to realign the power 
balance of thecountryls obvious- 
ly a distant one. 

Nevertheless, students should 
work for such a realignment, be- 
cause hardly anyone else Is doing 
it and because it could be the 
country's last chance. 

It won't simpl ' DC a matter 
of get'ing rid of ratemities that 
dlscrlthinate, nor of pressuring 
adn Inlstratlons to admit more 
black students. 

Universities won't make a dent 
in the country's institutional ra- 
cism until tbiey threaten to deny 
white society what they so will- 
ingly now provide — its intel- 
lectual support. 

Student Pressure 

Students, therefore, should in- 
ganize now to put grettly increas- 
ed pressure on their school sd- 
mlnistratons and boards of tnis- 
tees. and they should encourage 
faculty mcmliers and alumni 
groups to do the same. They 
should press tohavethelrschools 
cut off resMrch aid to any in- 
stitution, wliether public or pri- 
vate that will not support massive 
aid programs to the ghettoes. 

They should demand that uni- 
versity officials Intervene with 
all their powers on behalf of 
ghetto dwellers In conflicts with 
governments, whether local. 
State or national.

One of the unsung members of the FSU administra- 
tion is Daniel Schaeffer, director of judicial and 
disciplinary affairs. 

Even though he only started in July of last year 
Schaeffer has strived in these 10 months to improve 
student rights in university judicial matters. 

One of the areas he has been working in is the 
development of a uniform Code of Student Conduct 
to replace the miasma of garbled regulations found 
in numberous publications and offices of Florida 

State. The end result of this project is to be the 
publication of a single manual containing all the 
rules and regulaticms r^arding students at tiiis in- 
stitution. 

Schaeffer was responsible for innovating a system 
in which students who are brought before the city 
magistrate and found ^iJt>' of misdemeanors may 
work for the University Maintenance Dept. in lieu 
of paying fines. 

The Honor Court has adopted this practice, which 
gives them leeway in decisions between a written 
reprimand and expulsion. Obviously this is to the 
students' advantage. 

Creation of the Office of Judicial and Disciplinary 
Affairs has been a tangible step in the clarification 
of student due process and the work of Director 
Schaeffer seems certain to directly benefit students 
both now and in the future.

Academic Freedom 

(Editor's note: the following editorial is from the 
St. Petersburg limes.) 

"A university," said Benjamin Disraeli, "should 
be a place of light, of liberty, of learning." 

In its handling of the Marshall Jones affair, the 
University of Florida at Gainesville is showing it- 
self instead as a place of enforced conformity and 
censorship. 

We are not concerned about the future of Dr. 

Jones. He is an excellent professor, fully able to 
take care of himself. The university apparently 
is not able to take care of itself. We disagree with 
many of Jones' ideas. His ju(%ment has been faulty. 

To fire Jones for his political views hurts him not, 
but it will deliver a serious blow to the university. 

Dr. Jones has been denied tenure not for profession- 
al incompetence, not for bringing his cause into the 
Classroom, not for breaking any laws, but primarily 
for expressing unpopular ideas on student rebellion 
in a speech before a professional organization and 
later published in a scholarly journal. 

This week, the university seemed determined to 
prove that intellectual freedom was dead on its 
campus. 

At a hearing on the Jones case before a committee 
of the Faculty Senate, the administration's attorney 
concentrated on Jones' political beliefs. If the 
adnoinistration admits Jones is being fired for his 
politics, the hearings should be discontinued immed- 
iately, Jones should go his way and a funeral ser- 
vice should be conducted in Gainesville for freedom 
of inquiry. 

With heavy-handed censorship, the administration 
then prevented publication in the student newspaper 
of a signed editorial criticizing the handling of the 
Jones case. 

Whether freedom of expression and inquiry exist 
at the university is important to every Floridian 
for this reason: No matter how many tax dollars 
are spent at Gainesville, a great university will 
never develop without academic freedom. 

Firing professors for thier political views, whether 
right or wroi^, will keep the best faculty members 
away from Gainesville as efficiently as an electri- 
fied fence. Blank pages on student newspaper editor- 
ial pages can only cause cynicism and disillusion- 
ment in young people who want to use the tool of free 
expression to telp build a better university and a 
better nation.

NSA Views the Student 



Or, rather, NSA views what 
■-he student should be. Two 
central propositions encompass- 
ed the traditional notion of the 
scholar; first, that he was part 
of an Intellectual elite within 
the country and second, that his 
goal was withdrawal from the so- 
ciety In favor of an Ivory tower 
existence of learning. 

Tbe rapid democratization at 
American higher education, pub- 
lic aad iHrlvate. in ttala canouy 
has led to almoet the ^ipoalte 
conception ot tbe student. The 
notion of student aa monastic baa 
been replaced by that at student 
ai cUrobttr, with "Mclety" tup- 
plaatlqg ••re n e rtwnce " as thear- 
biter at achlvonent. 

The hSA view ti the student 
may be said to incorporate ele- 
ments at both ccmceptlons.There 
Is cenalnly a rejection of the 
"Isolated scholar" Lmage sug- 
gested by the older view. The 
Basic Policy Declaration (B r 
D.) or the Sudent and tbe Total 
Community, ter *Bfirplt, Oao- 
tends that: 

"The role of the student In- 
volves a commitment to an ed- 
ucational process that extends 
beyond classroom training. It 
Involves also the attainment of 
knowledge and the development 
of skills and habits of mind and 
action necessary for the respon- 
sible panlclpatlon In the affairs 
of government and society on all 
levels." 

Yet the view t^uit student growth 
snd Internal views should be de- 
termined by society Is equally 
rejected: 

"It la the purpose of the uni- 
versity to perpetuate and enlarge 
the sum total of human knowledge, 
and to cultivate a spirit of co- 
tlnulng critical Inquiry. . .Ihe 
acaderr Ic comrr:ur:Uy sustains 
and rtljiforces the standards 
requlsUe for the fulfillment of 
the university's primary func- 
tion. It can do so, however, 
only If It Is free to pursue that 
function and thus render to hu- 
manity lu Inestimable services 
"(B.P.D., Academic Freedom). 

What emeiges from this juna- 
posltlcm of the old and the new if 
a cwnmunlrarlan conception of 
human development— a belief that 
while personal Inquiry and ab- 
sorption provides a basis for wis- 
dom firm relationships with other 
people on a ontlnuously Ugh 
emotlnmal and Intellectual level 
wUl sustain and reinforce the 
process. In a sense. It is the 
Ideal which Edgar Z. Frleden- 
berg espouses In 'iComlng of 
Age in America;'" "the culmrsl 
lack of our society Is not op- 
portunity but intimacy." 

The key words Ir. the last 
paragraph are, ' on a continuous- 
ly high emotional and Intellec- 
tual level." The emphasis Is 
placed upon "sacrifices" to the 
group rather than on elevating in- 
dividual, tolerance to encourage 
diversity, and hence, personal 



exploration within It. Whole areas 
of human conversation a re sacri- 
ficed to a goal of "getting 
along": politics, religion, love, 
morality — anything basic. The 
result Is not simply a resent- 
ment when others raise such 
cpiestlons; it may also be simply 
s fear of raising them at all. 
evni In solitude. (Controversy 
never raised anyone's salary.) 

Ramtn to Frtsdenbexg: "The 
hfgtiff*' ^TTHflf cf dducatloD, I 
venld matoraln. Is to help peo- 
ple imdentand tbs meaning of 
their lives, and become more 
sensitive to the meaning of oth- 
er people's lives and relate to 
them more fully. Education in- 
creases the range and complex- 
ity of relationships that make 
sense to us, which we can con- 
tribute, and on which we can 
bring to bear competent ethical 
and practical Judgement. . .Any 
funda.Tiental Iniprovemeni in 
American education, therefore, 
depends on weakening the pre- 
sent total connection In the minds 
of both students and teachers be- 
tween schooling aad economic, 
opportnafey."

Osceola Hall 

Supervised off-campus housing 
was obviously here to stay with 
the opening of 452- student Cb>- 
ceola Hall in September, l%t< 
by Student Inns, Inc.. a corpora- 
tion which operates similar dor- 
mitories on nine other campuses. 
It will be Joined this fall by a 
similar commercial dormitory, 
W.T. Cash Hall, which will house 
524 students. 

Hoom and board for three quar- 
ters at Osceola Hall is $1170, 
and Gash Hall is expected to 
charge the tame. Cbmparable 
living costs on campus andeating 
at university cafeterias are $772. 
Osceola Hall is generally bener 
fumldied than any of die univer- 
sity dormitories, and features 
air conditioning, a cafeteria, 
recreation lounges, and a 
swimming pool. The hall houses 
men In one wing and women in the 
other. It has a staff of II coun- 
selors and Its own biis service 
to classroom buildings. 

Approximately 1500 students, 
mostly women, will be living this 
fall in supervised off- campus 
housing. The facilities range 
from Osceola Hall to a convened 
private home which houses 11 
women. Rents range from Os- 
ceola's J1170 (which includes 
meals) to $400 a year(no meals). 
As long as enrollment increas- 
es, the numlier of supervised 
liouslnf units will increase. With 
dormitory building at a stand- 
still on campus, Florida State's 
expandtag student papulation will 
continue to move off-campus. 

New Ap-innunb 

In response to the increased 
student housing needs, builders 
In Tallahassee have ^ ver S-'O new 
units under construction for fall 
cccupancs', according to off-cam- 
pus housing director Robert A. 
Brandwie. .Most of the units are in 
apartment complexes near the 
campus and have rents starting 
at $100 per month or rrore. 

Where furnished apartment 
rents were from J40-$100 per

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month in 1964, renrs now average 
from $75 to $200, according to 
a-andewie's estimates. Bcan- 
dewie has observed annual rent 
increases of $5 to $10 sincel964, 
much of the increase due to high- 
er property taxes. 

On-caripus housing costs at 
Florida State have risen too be- 
cause of higher maintenance and 
renovation costs and a longer 
school year, having increased 
from a low of $220 last fall to a 
low of $336 this fall. 

Florida State hasn't built anon- 
campus dormitory since Salley 
Hall, housing 586 men and women 
In separate wings, was opened in 
September, 1964, and funds are 
not currently available to go 
ahead with a proposed $5.5 mill- 
ion dormitory complex.

The National Student Associa- 
tio, the .American .Association of 
Colleges, and the council of the 
.American .Assi ciaiion of Lniv- 
ersity Professors, the other 
three groups wh( participated m 
drafting it last summer, appr,<v- 
ed the statement earlier this 
year. The faull A AL'P member- 
ship will vote on the statement 
at its meeting April 26 and 27 
in Washington, but it is expected 
to pass easily. 

Only the A.AC vote was relatlve- 
h close, 220-50. NSA approved 
the statement unanimously at its 
congress last August, theN.APSA 
had onl> two dissenting votes, 
and the NAWUConly one. 

The Joint Statement includes 
such guarantees as the right to 
students to choose canirus spe.-^k- 
ers, a free student press, due 
process indisciplinary cases, 
and a student role in making and 
enforcing campus social rules. 

Florida State has not adopted 
the Statement. 

The five groups will now form 
jn "interpretation committee" to 
look at particular cases and to 
work out some of the wording 
over which the organi^^ations have 

questions. 

Two major problems must be 
faced before the Joint Statement 
becomes widely accepted as a 
strong affirm.^tion of student 
rights. One is how well it will 
be adoptedb\ college administra- 
tions pushed for by students, 
and enforced by the nationalor- 
ganiz tions. 

Phe second problem is the con- 
tent and 'wording of lestate- 
ment itself. 

Qi man> issues it follows up 
strong assertions of student 
rights with vague passages that 
give administrators an out. And 
it Is, by Its own admission, 
"a minimal document." 

The fact that it caUs only for 
minimal rights and freedoms for 
Students is lUely to be ignored 
or forgotten by many administra- 
tions, especialh those at schools 
where even these "minimal stan- 
dards" would mean revolutionary 
change. On those campuses stu- 
dents who want to see the Joint 
Statement adopted will have to 
emphasise that, since it includes 
only minimal student rights, that 
the college should adopt it in 
fuU and perhaps do alitde more. 

Of course, there are many 
Strong passages, including those 
SSiiwithaccesftohighwed- 

"ation. freedom In the class- 
rooms, student records and 
freedom of association. These 
guarantee such right, as free- 
dom from racial ^•"^'P^^X 
in admission policies, the right 
of dissent In the classroom, 
protection from unfair gracing, 
confidentiality ofjt"'^^"^ Jl, 
cords, -ind the freedom toform 
Sever organizadoa. stutoUS 
wish. The statement alsoreyilr- 
es that academic disciplinary 
records be kept separately, 
tha disciplinary records of Stu- 
dent political activity ojrviews 
Te ke^pt. It prohibit. advUor. 
from controlling the poU^ies of 
student organizations a™* "V" 
universities may not require 
membership lists from organi- 
zations. 



On demonstrations it makes no 
mention of disruptive protests, 
such .is those which h.ive been di- 
rected at cai ipus recruiters, but 
does sa> that students always 
have the right to protest peace- 
fully. 

Other sections of the Joint Sta- 
tement are not as strong as 
many student might wish: 

Preaable— Student should be 
allowed to invite any speakers 
they wish jnd universityproce- 
dures should not be useu to keep 
speakers froir. speaking, a^.ord- 
ing to the statement. Fhe one 
vague sentence here says that 
administrations should make 
sure "that the occasion is con- 
ducted in a manner appropriate 
■.to an academic coi;ii:iunlt> ." Al- 
though that seem;^ unclear, NSA 
President fc-d Schwartz sa\s in 
his report to NSA's summer 
congress that "it is meant to 
preclude egg-throwing rock 
hurling, or tumult designed to 
drown out what fhe speaker is 
saying." 

Student role in running the un- 
iversity — This is very vague, 
stating only that the students' 
role should be clearly defined. 
It is probably the most "mini- 
mal" section of the document. 

Student Press- -The .statement 
encouages financiall> indepen- 
dent campus newspaper'5 and 
calls for editorial freedom and 
due process in firing editors. 
But it also offers two escape 
clauses. One says that the uni- 
versity "may have to bear legal 
responsibility" for a student pu- 
blication when It is not flnancial- 
Iv autonomous. The other says 
freedom "entails cor.illary re- 
sponslbllites to be governed by 
the canons of responsible jour- 
nalism, such as the avoidance 
of libel. Indecency, undocumented 
allegations, attacks on personal 
integrity , and techniques of har- 
assment and innuendo.' While 
not objectionable In themselves, 
interpretation of "canons of re- 
sponsible journalism" have been 
used by many college presidents 
to justify censeraUp of student 
publications. 

Freedom off- campus- - Thougji 
It says universities should pro- 
vice information about le^al 
rights and counsel to students 
who are arrested, this section 
otherwise follows i^i strong 
statements of rights with vague 
escape clauses.

N.S.A. Airs Educational Views 



A challenge to the right of an instructor to 
arbitrarily convict a student of cheating and impose 
the penalty of expulsion with a failing grade is pre- 
sently pending before the administraton. This chal- 
lenge must be upheld. 

Clearly the due process clause of the Constitu- 
tion requires the University and its officials to af- 
ford the student accused of cheating notice of the 
charges against him and a hearing to determine their 
truth before a penalty is imposed. 

The federal court mandate which directly governs 
this university holds: '". . .due process requires no- 
tice and some opportunity for hearing before a stu- 
dent at a tax-supported college is expelled for mis- 
conduct." 

This principle of fairness is as forceful at the 
classroom level as it is at the university level. If 
the president is bcmnd to afford a student a due 
process hearing before expelling him from the 
university, how can it be that an instructor can ar- 
bitrarily expel a student from a course with a failing 
grade without notice and hearing? 

Obviously the student's right to due process at 
the hands of the faculty should be identical to his 
right to due process at the hands of the administra- 
tion. 

The faculty bases its right to arbitrarily deal 
with students upon the doctrine of academic freedonrj 
This is absurd. Academic freedom does not include 
allowing instructors to convict a student and pro- 
nounce a sentence of expulsion. This is a judicial 
function — not academic freedom. 

The Honor Court is an excellent forum for de- 
termination of cheating cases in a manner consistent 
with due process of law. The administration has 
only to make penalties imposed by instructors de- 
pendent upon a verdict of guilty in Honor Court to 
comply with the due process requirements of the 
Constitution. 

As a matter of fundamental fairness and con- 
stitutional imperative, this must be done as quickly 
as possible. The case now pending affords an 
excellent opportunity to forge a precedent for fair- 
ness. It is a crossroads with no middle course- 
students can gain or lose a lot, depending on the 
resolution of this case.

Today National Student Asso- 
ciation (NSA) coordinator Ardiie 
Gresham presents the second 
part on the philosophy and pur- 
pose of the NSA. The following 
is taken tmm writing of NSA 
President Ed Schwartz. 
Ihe jump between NSA'b con- 
ception of individual growth and 
its model of the university com- 
munity is not difficult to make. 
If education is to "increase the 
range and complexir> of rela- 
lion^p that make sense to us", 
then the object of the universit) 
should be to create the climate 
and the institutions in which such 
relationships may develop. That 
applies to the relationships be- 
tween classroom learning and 
personal beliefs, as well as to 
relationship between members of 
the university community. A var- 
iety of resolutions may be in- 
corporated to develop this model. 
First premise: If tbe university 
is to encourass tbe eiqiansion of 
internal and external rdation- 
ships, it cannot permit tbe 8iq>- 
pression of any opinion. Hence, 
the NSA Resolution on Academic 
Freedom, which states: 'USNSA 
firmly beeves in tbe princ4>le 
of Academic Freedom as a pre- 
re(piisite for the preservation of 
the university. It believes that it 
is the right and responsibllit\ of 
the student to participate full> in 
independent inquiry and criti- 
cism. It is his right to question 
criticize, and dissent fromideas 
with which he comes in contact, 
and to hold and advocate herper- 
sonal beliefs free from all pres- 
sures which tend to restrict the 
student in his pursuit of know 
ledge." This is only one part of 
a lengthy natement. For pur- 
poses of our theory, it will suf- 
fice. 

The second levd of our constr- 
uct is somewhat more complex. 
It involves bodi the standards by 
which tlie university should judge 
its "citizens," and tbe rdation- 
Aip between the various factions 
within the community. The re- 
solutions which deal with these 
questions have been subject to 
much controversy between stu- 
dents and administrators over 
Che past ten years. 

I have argued that the NSA .urn 
of educatlf'.^ is tn encourage per- 
soral exploration through thede- 
velopmeiit of intimacy t>etween 
those within the^univ >rslty com- 
munity on the highest intellect- 
ual and emotional level. Such re 
latic nships, however, deni.i.';d the 
release of certain kinds of in- 
hibitions and constraining an- 
icudes. 

First there must t>e the pre- 
■ sumption that intellectual achiev- 
ment will be the standard by 
which one person Judges anther. 
L^n this foundation aie based 
a number of resolutions condem- 
ning false standards of "race. 
color, religion, creed, national 
origin, political belief, sex. or 
economic circumstances'' which 
should meet opposition not only 
on campuses wiiere theNewYork 
Times Is reprobate. 

Somewhat more cotroversial 
might be the resolution urging 
free higlier education. Even here, 
however, the principle is the 
same: tbe university should "dis- 
criminate" on the biiSis ot in- 
tellectual achievement. 

Major controversy l>owever. h.is 
arisen over the Basle Fbllcy 
Declaring on "In LocoParentis." 
The Declaration spesks Mle- 
quately for itself: 

"In loco parentis doctrine per- 
mits arbitrary and extensive re- 
pression of student pursuits and 
thereby impairs te toal signi- 
ficance of the unlversitv .is a 
center for the conflict ideas." 

"Insofar as in loco parentis 
doctrine removes responsibility 
for personal decision-making 
from the individual student, it 



distorts and weakens a signifi- 
cant phase of tbe educational pro- 
cess. Tbe unexamined acceptance 
of authority vMdx s often ^jpro- 
priate to tiie diild-pareitt rela^ 
tionship must be replaced in the 
universities by ttie encourage- 
ment of a critical and dialectical 
relationship between tbe student 
and his community." 

"The range of inquiry within or 
beyond the classroom must not 
be restricted out of paternal con- 
siderations, but must be Qfiened 
outof educational ones." 

This does not mean that stu- 
dents should "run" the univer- 
sity. Nor does it mean that every 
student is equall\ capable of con- 
tributing intelligently to discus- 
sions of university policy. 

Indeed, Basic Folicv Declara- 
tions on Student- Faculty- Admlni 
istration Relations and Student 
Hurticipation in Academic Fbl- 
icy Formation admit that one 
stumbling block to a"nieaning6il 
student role may be a result of 
die weakness or absence of ma- 
ture participation on the part of 
students." "What It does mean is 
diat the term 'student' should not 
be used to exclude an individual 
from participation in university 
policy-making any more than the 
Individual from participation in 
universi:;. policy-making any 
more than the teim 'Negro' 
should be used to deny an indi- 
vidual entrance to tbe university.' 
The latter point is important to

A: i:s March 7 meeting, dtt 
Board refused the placing of the 
plaque, stating that "plaques of 
this nature should be put up In the 
athletic gyn since the Union Pool 
Is used for student activities." 
Dr. Moore is a long-time mon- 
ber of the FSU athletic com- 
mittee and dean of Florida State's 
School of Social Welfare. He had 
promised swimming coach Blm 
Stultt tbd plaque for tbe 1966 
season, but a o^iper sliertage at 
the time delayed the casting o< the 
bronze commemorative plaque. 

"As soon as the plaque was 
delivered to receiving," explain- 
ed Stults, "1 notified Mr.Mancha 
(Vaughan Maiicha, Athletic Di- 
rector) and asked him to check 
with the Union for permission to 
put 1: and for pern: las ion to 
hold a dedication ceremony.''

Refusal to allow a swimming plaque 
bathhouse Is not, In our estimation, a 
can be proud of. 

In the first place, 1: Is a great embarrassment to Dr. Coyle Moore, 
the donor, who has served a distinguished career both as Dean of 
So;ial Welfare and dedicated member of the FSU Athletic Commlnee. 

Dr. NJoore's generolBty and promotion of Florida State athletics 
Is seen also In the plaque next to the entrance of the football locker 
room, com.memoratlng the I9f^4 team. It appears that Dr. Moore's 
efforts have been rewarded by a slap in the face, administered by 
the Union Board. 

Secondly, the reasoning given by the board, that the pool Is used 
for "student activities" leaves itself open to question, is not 
varsity swimming a student activity? It is participated in by stu- 
dents—it is also an organized activity. Perhaps, however, the Union 

board does not consider athletes snidenu— a conclusion— 4vhlcb we 
suspect. Is closer to the truth than the Board caret to admit to 

itself. 

Third, Paul Durrett, Union Director, has stated that deceratloB s 
of this type must be of concern to the entire university commnnlty. 
The varsity swimming team Is of as mudi concent to the entlze uni- 
versity community as the science complex, the university theater or 
die varioas campus organizations, to cite a few examples. 

Dr. Ivan J ohn s on, ^iponent of the pla-jue-placing, suggests that 
th? swimming plaque be put in TuUy Gym. Tuily Gym Is not owned 
or controlled by the athletic department, either. It is the propeny 
of the department of Physical Education and Recreation. However, 
this department cooperates with athletics in allowing varsity and 
Intramural spons to be played on Us facilities and trophies, awards 
and plaques to be displayed in Its foyer. 

It la to be hoped that the board will reconsider Us action and 
allow the plaque to oe placed. It owes such reconslderBtlen to 
at least Dr. Moore, if not to the whole university. 





"M anc ha subsequently Informed 
me that the Board had denied per- 
mission to place it on the bath- 
house. He even contacted board 
members personally to dazlty 
the issue, but to no avail." 

"What mystifies me Is that the 
reason ghen for not putting the 
plaque up Is that the pool Is to 
be used for student activities 
only," continued Stults, "I 
thought the swimming team was a 
student activity." 
According to Stults, a provision 
was made in the student body 
constitution when the pool was 
being developed that the facility 
would be used for student rec- 
reation activities, p^lcal ed- 
ucation classes and forosebythe 
swimming team in practice and 
varsity meets. 
"As far as I know, the Union 
was originally not designated to 
run the pool nor was the poolde- 
signed to be a part of ttw UtaloB 
complex," said Stults. 

"Besides ±e plaque, we have a 
whole equipment room full of 
trophies and awards which the 
Union has not allowed us to dis- 
play eltber," be cone hided.

Dr. Ivan Johnson led the pretests 



against the pJaciog of tbe swim- 
ming plaque at the Uoton Pool at 
the university Union Board Meet- 
ing of March 7. 

His main objection was that the 

Union has an oldpollcythat only 
plaques and decorations concern- 
ing the entire university com- 
munity should be placed around 
any of the union complex which 
he said included the pool. Other- 
wise the Union might be littered 
with plaques of all kinds. Dr. 
Johnson's main interest was in 
the aesthetic s p pee rsac e of the 
Union itself. 

In his opinion. Dr. Johnson also 
said that a plaque such as that 
profioood by Mr. Mancha would 
be boner placed in TuUy Gyn 
instead of in a atudent facility 
such as the pooL He inrttr e ted 
tfast the Union Pool was not the 
proper place for such a display. 

University Union Director Mr. 
Paul Durren agreed with Ur. 
Johnson's stand In that only those 
decorations that concern the en- 
tire university community ahould 
be placed at any union facility, 
Inrhullng the pool. Mr. Durxea 
■aid that be and most board 
members didn't consider the 
athletic plaque to be of this 
nature.

Negroes Question Nonviolence; ^ 
Fails to Benefit Underclass 



"Despite the recent show of 
restraint" by police and military 
during urban rioting, "the po- 
tential for a much more vio- 
lent repression b> government 
forces remains high," Florida 
State University sociologist Ct. 
Lee Sloan told an American Stud- 
ies audience here last week. 

There Is a dlstlna possibility 
that N^gio temzinn In the cities 
will esqwnd In scope and liaeasi- 
ty, £ao«n SMid. Large munbers 
of urban Negroes question diat 
significant gains can be realized 
through nonvlolett means be said. 
The gains so far realized "have 
failed to benefit die Uadc under- 
class of die ifteaom in signifi- 
cant day-to-day terms. 

"The danger inberent in tlie 
contemporary scene is that dem- 
ocratic institutions will be un- 
able to provide a secure and 
honorable place for Negro citi- 
zens in our society. Those in- 
stitutions m ay crumble before the 
demand that order be maintained 
through repressive measures ap- 
proaching those used in totali- 
tarian police states," he com- 
mented. 

"In the pattern of expanded 
and heighteiied violence counter- 
ed by increaslng]\ more violent 
goverr-Tental revress. : 



to emerge, increasing numbers of 
Innocent Negro victims will prob- 
ably be made to suffer. This 
holds the potential of further 
alienating all Negroes from the 
government and white society." 
he said. 

"The possibilit) that the white 
liberal will be caught In the back- 
lash is very real. White liberals 
have laways been seriously con- 
strained by their fellow white 
citizens, but not oAen dmo^ 
means of violence. 

"In the not-too-distaat tit- 
tm," hm said, "violent rapres- 
slon of iMu liberals may ser- 
iously increase if racial con- 
flict persists as it afipears cer- 
tain tt will.** 



In dealing with die past his- 
tory of violence and American 
race relations. Dr. Sloan said. 
"There is a general consensus 
among experts that slavery in 
North Amenca was the harshest 
of all slaven systems." And 
following theCivllWarandeman- 
clpation. "whites turned rather 
quickly to extralegal techniques 
of social control" of Negroes. 
He cited an estimate from "one 
source" of S.OOO lyndlags ei 
Negroes since 1839.
